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ADDRESS OF THE GRAND ORATOR 
(Docket No. 1) 
The Grand Master presented W.' .Brother Rufus L. Edmisten, 
Grand Orator of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, who 
delivered the following oration: 


Most Worshipful Grand Master, Most Worshipful Past Grand Masters, Distin- 
guished Masonic jurisdictions, and all other Brethren in Freemasonry: 


Iamhumbled and proud to be addressing this great convocation of brother 
Masons today. I am humbled and honored to be chosen as Grand Orator and 
to follow in the company of other Grand Orators like the great United States 
Senator Sam J. Ervin and the great United States Senator Jesse Helms. I am 
proud because I am a Freemason and, as such, linked to each of you in a craft 
whose purpose is to advance the brotherhood of each of us who believe that life 
Should have purpose and meaning. I shall always be grateful to be among the 
brotherhood of Freemasons and shall always strive to uphold our precepts of 
faith in God, belief in personal immortality, concern with the problems of men 
and society, and the dedication to the freedom of the mind and spirit of all 
mankind. 

Guess what? We surprise a lot of people who believe that we are some sort 
of secret society. Well, you know what, the doubters are really taken aback 
when they learn that our regulations and constitution are open to all who wish 
to see them. And yes, we open our arms to all honest men of all religions, and 
the only steadfast, bedrock requirements for membership in our order are that 
our brothers adhere to a belief in a Supreme Being and exhibit loyalty to each 
other. I have surprised a great many people when I tell them that fourteen 
presidents have been Masons (including George Washington); that five chief 
justices of the United States Supreme Court have been Masons; not to 
mention all the great soldiers like general Douglas MacArthur; all the 
entertainers like John Wayne; all the businessmen like Henry Ford; and yes 
even astronauts like Wally Shirra. 

As Masons, we also man blood banks, have over one hundred childhood 
language disorder clinics in the United States, and make funds available for 
medical research to conquer the dreaded diseases of mankind. 

In other words, Masons from all walks of life stand tall. 

My introduction into the Brotherhood of Freemasonry was a most fortu- 
nate one. As a young man, fresh out of Carolina some thirty years ago, I had 
the supreme fortune to become associated with our great departed brother, 
Sam J. Ervin, Jr. Senator Sam, as all of us who were lucky enough to know him 
called him, chose me to be his staff lawyer, driver, helper, and I am most 
humbled to say, friend and confidant. I chose him to be my mentor and teacher 
and hope to be an asset to him as he pursued his many-faceted duties 
associated with representing his North Carolina constituents in the United 
States Senate. Often, the events to which I would drive the Senator revolved 
around his Masonic activities. Of course, at that time not being admitted to 
the brotherhood, I was not privy to many of the activities the Senator was 
pursuing in Lodge. But in the public gatherings and ceremonies I did see that 
the men with whom he met as brothers were fine, upstanding, impressive 
individuals. They were the best that each community has to offer. They 
represented all I aspired to be. So I asked the Senator—am I the kind of man 
who can aspire to be Masonic material. The Senator considered—long enough 
to worry me—and then he replied that with a lot of work and with an open 
mind and a heart filled with faith in God, he though I might just be Mason 
material. I went to work and, following my mentor's instructions to the last 
detail, became a registered mason on the third of June, 1971 at the Alexandria 
Washington Lodge No. 22 in Alexandria, Virginia. Many of you have traveled 
to that wonderful edifice. That day, the third of June, 1971, ranks in my life 
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with the day I married my wife, Linda, as the two most important days of my 
life. From that moment I became a mason, I have felt the support of our 
brotherhood, and, I can assure all of you, have relied upon that support in 
times of joy and in times of adversity. 

Being among Masonic brothers magnifies joy and reduces adversity. 
Because we are united in our faith in God and our belief in personal 
immortality; because we concern ourselves with the problems of men and 
society; and since we are dedicated to the freedom of the mind and spirit of all 
mankind, we are strong together in joy and adversity. In all my years of public 
service, I have always tried to see my triumphs as sacred affirmations of 
Masonic principals and thus, have tried to address the problems of society and 
to guard the freedoms of all our citizens. In my times of adversity, I have 
always depended on my brother Masons to offer support, sound advice, and, 
when necessary admonitions to do better. I am here to tell you the strength of 
our brotherhood is a cornerstone of my life; without it I do not think I could 
have faced the difficulties of modern-day public life. 

J am here to tell you that while some think that masonry is outdated and 
irrelevant, that in times of trouble, such as those that your brother has 
experienced lately, it is a solid rock of loyalty and spirituality. I am here to tell 
you that the tenets of masonry are more solid and real than some of those 
trendy cures for troubles. The loyalty of the brotherhood is far more support- 
ive than any psychiatrist's couch; it is far more powerful than any tranquil- 
izer; it is far, far more lasting and important than any misleading tabloid 
television news report or nasty editorial. The power of the brotherhood 
enables caring men to care for each other and, thus, create a stronger finer and 
lasting society. As the first Book of Samuel, Chapter 16, Verse 7 says, "But the 
Lord said unto Samuel, Look not on his countenance, or on the height of his 
stature; because I have refused him; for the Lord seeth not as man seeth; for 
man looketh on the outward appearance, but the Lord looketh on the heart." 

The tenets of masonry, that hold to faith in God and believe in personal 
immortality, allow us to realize that "this too shall pass," and that we are each 
important in the other and members of an orderly universe that was crafted 
by the Supreme Architect. It allows us to recognize the importance of faith in 
our every action and to weigh our actions against the measure of the Master 
Builder's plan for an orderly universe. 

When we Masons concern ourselves with the problems of men and society, 
we do honor to our faith just as outlined in the Book of Micah, Chapter 6, Verse 
8that enjoins us: “He hath shewed thee, oh man, what is good; and what doth 
the Lord require of thee, but to do justly, and to love mercy, and to walk 
humbly with thy God." 

When we Masons do justly to our fellow men, we have dedicated ourselves 
to the freedom of the mind and spirit of all mankind. It is only in a free society 
that each of us can reach our potential to be the best at our craft and thus join 
together to support each other and concern ourselves with the problems of 
society. Freemasonry is an affirmation of our humanity that strives for 
excellence in the community of caring men. 

We Masons come together as a community of caring men to demonstrate 
our love of mercy just as faith enjoins us to do. We Masons have a proud history 
of community caring as demonstrated in our constant care of the Oxford 
Orphanage, in our tireless dedication to the well-being of injured and crippled 
children, and in our cherishing of our departed brothers’ widows and orphans. 
We Masons have quietly and constantly gone about our communities caring 
for the helpless and the abandoned long before it became fashionable among 
the sound-bite politicians to talk about the loss of community spirit in 
America. I have news for those blow-dried boys—community spirit is alive and 
flourishing in Freemasonry! 

I want to thank my dear brothers for their love and their caring, and their 
support. In my darkest hours I never felt alone because I could feel the support 
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and strength of the brotherhood—for this I will always be grateful and would 
like to conclude with what I feel is the spirit of Freemasonry as expressed in 
First Corinthians, Chapter 13 (verses 1-7 and verse 13). “If I speak in the 
tongues of men and of angels, but have not love, Iam a noisy gong ora clanging 
cymbal. If I have prophetic powers, and understand all mysteries and all 
knowledge, and if I have all faith, so as to remove mountains, but have not 
love, 1 am nothing. If I give away all I have, and if I deliver my body to be 
burned, but have not love, I gain nothing. 

Love is patient and kind; love is not jealous or boastful; it is not arrogant 
or rude. Love does not insist on its own way; it is not irritable or resentful; it 
does not rejoice at wrong, but rejoices in right. Love bears all things, believes 
all things, hopes all things, endures all things . . So faith, hope, love abide, 
these three; but the greatest of these is love.” 

Thank you, my dear brothers for all you mean to me.

We have audited the accompanying statements of financial condition of 
The Grand Lodge of A. F. & A. M. of North Carolina (Grand Lodge) as of 
December 31, 1995 and 1994, and the related statements of activities and 
changes in net assets and cash flows for the years then ended. These financial 
statements are the responsibility of management. Our responsibility is to 
express an opinion on these financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to 
obtain reasonable assurance about whether financial statements are free of 
material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence 
supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit 
also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant esti- 
mates make by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial 
statement presentation.

MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
OF NORTH CAROLINA, INC. 
(Docket No. 9) 


The following report of Brother John A. Rose, Administrator 
of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, Inc. was received, 
entered on the record, and referred to the Board of Directors: 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


I am happy to write my second report as Administrator of the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home. The last year has been exciting and dynamic. No effort 
was wasted in that our program improvement modifications made in 1995 will 
position the Home to serve in the 21st century 


We have conducted a careful review of the operations and by-laws of the 
Corporation, put details to the expansion plan, identified and secured neces- 
sary resources which the home required, took the preliminary steps necessary 
to qualify the Home to be eligible for additional resources, resolved a number 
of potentially dangerous health and safety deficiencies, mitigated a high 
employee turnover rate, and implemented a number of modifications which 
will qualify the Home as a professional organization which is essential to 
Secure resources to finance our future. The Board of Director's report will 
describe in more detail the program improvements and planning efforts. 


The care of residents is outstanding. Direct care staff, particularly those 
in Nursing, sincerely care for the residents and patients. The Home is working 
on improving an old philosophy of, "We know what's good for you". Residents 
need to be offered "choice" whenever one is available. They need to be 
consulted when it is appropriate. Residents need to believe their input is 
important. 

Many formal protocols are being improved. Record keeping and documen- 
tation is an example and will soon be that which is required of a professional 
organization. Ánother example is our continued progress in reducing the 
amount of psychotropic drugs given to patients and designing and implement- 
ing non-pharmacological interventions. 


À newly employed Social Services Director will make very good progress 
on acting as an advocate for the rights of patients and residents as well as 
assessing the needs of applicants before they are approved by the Board of 
Directors for admission. The project of analyzing the application system will 
continue. The revised system should include the Social Services Director who 
will visit the applicants in their home, validate the accuracy of information, 
and assure the application is completed properly. 

The paradigm of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home is that “We work 
in the resident's Home" rather than ^Residents live in our facility". We 
see our residents as the best customers of Masonry and Eastern Star. 


We have employed a Director of Human Resources whose primary goal is 
to direct the employment, training, evaluation, retention and release of 
employees. This is a complex field in the modern area and, with over 125 full 
and part time employees, a potential financial and civil liability. There is 
nothing more effective and efficient than a properly compensated and happy 
employee who loves our residents and agrees with the mission of the Home. 


We have concentrated on building maintenance issues which have been 
deferred or delayed during the expansion study. Your Directors have allowed 
funding for the necessary capital expenditures which pertained to the envi- 
ronment, health and safety issues which allow us to maintain safe and 
efficient housing for our residents and working areas for employees. 


We have studied and better understand the relationship between govern- 
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ments and private agencies. Senior citizens have government administered 
benefits to which they are entitled regardless of income. Medicare has been 
previously funded by participants and is such an entitlement benefit. With the 
addition of modern accommodations, we will be certified and better able to 
assist residents in realizing the full benefits to resources in which they are 
entitled. 


Resident Statistics 


Each resident served in your Masonic and Eastern Star Home represents 
more than a name. Each name is tangible evidence that Masons and Eastern 
Star members accept their obligation. Charity is love and your continued love 
is needed. Let us continue to set an example of love in the world.

As well, I also appreciate the staff who also welcomed me and who 
genuinely care for the residents. It is the employees who prevent this Home 
from becoming an Institution. 


I wish to acknowledge the Board of Directors under the very capable 
leadership of the Most Worshipful Grand Master Clifton Everett, Jr., Worth 
Grand Matron Faye P. Gatton and Board President Most Worshipful Robert 
N. Bass, Jr., P.G.M. The Directors have made a concerted effort to implement 
and provide the resources necessary to position the Home to serve in this next 
century. 


Finally, I wish to thank the Masonic and Eastern Star members who 
provide the support for this Home to survive. The contributing members 
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continue to look past wrinkles and the glassy eye of age. You allow that the 
residents in our care have value and worth and deserve dignity. Your are the 
rare people who understand that we are all children of God, just some 
older than others. 


In conclusion, I have spent much time learning about this Grand Jurisdic- 
tion and the history of the Home during the last year. I have been proud to 
assist the Board of Directors in refining the Master Plan. Any refinement of 
a Master Plan requires a study of the roles and characteristics are required 
of its manager, staff and governing board and the competencies which are 
required. I will continue to carefully examine how I personally correspond to 
the needs of our Home.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
OF THE MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME OF 
NORTH CAROLINA, INC. 
(Docket No. 10) 


The following report ofthe Board of Directors of the Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home was received and entered on the record: 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


During the year, the Board of Directors convened their regular meetings 
on February 11, May 13, August 12, and November 11. As well, the Board held 
a special meeting designed for orientation and discussion of the Master Plan. 
The Board is comprised of 20 qualified members of which 12 are Masons and 
8 are members of the Eastern Star. Directors have been appointed by their 
respective Grand Master or Grand Matron and elected by their respective 
Grand body. The many important responsibilities are directed through com- 
mittees and, when necessary, ad hoc committees. Standing committees are 
instrumental in maintaining efficient and effective operations of your Ma- 
sonic and Eastern Star Home and include Admissions, Personnel, Finance, 
Buildings and Grounds, Real Estate, Long Range Planning, and Investment 
Committee. Regular reports from the Administrator and Controller relate to 
the daily operations of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home. 

Your Board of Directors continues to carefully review, study and plan for 
future improvements in long term care which includes a new skilled nursing 
care center built to current specifications, improved assisted living services 
and possibly additional independent living apartments. 

The following is a summary ofthe continuing expansion planning. We are 
nearing the end of a decade of decisions and the time is near to act. 

The Board of Directors have selected an Architect, David Polston, in 

Wilmington, N. C. who is working pro bono for Certificate of Need 

purposes, providing line drawings and renderings. If his performance is 

satisfactory — and the project is approved — he will be considered as 
project architect. 


The Home, in order to build a new Care Center, must submit a Certificate 
of Need application to the State of North Carolina. This comprehensive 
and complex application was made on March 15, 1996. 


The Board of Directors wishes its every action to not only have the support 
of the constituent Lodges and Chapters, but also that the need for the 
improvements is verified before the expense is incurred. To this end, the 
Board has employed the services of A. V. Powell and Associates who are 
now conducting a Market Study among a random sampling of members 
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between the age of 60 and 80. To keep cost under control and to protect our 
membership rosters, A. V. Powell has agreed to use the services of the 
Masonic Home for Children in Oxford for printing and mailing with those 
costs bourn by the Home. The survey is to verify interest in Independent 
Living, what accommodations are wanted, and how the respondents wish 
to pay for those services. It is also designed to test interest in a non- 
assigned asset system of admission into the main Home, e.g., an accom- 
modation fee and monthly maintenance which reflects the marginal costs 
of each resident for a specific level of service. 


The Board of Directors has also engaged the services of Legg-Mason who 
will assist the Board with the possibility of obtaining tax-exempt bond 
financing of the expansion project through the North Carolina Medical 
Commission. 


We have conducted a financial pro-forma which indicates that additional 
revenue available through modern accommodations compliant with mod- 
ern requirements and consistent with the needs and desires of eligible 
beneficiaries. We must be certain that the improved efficiencies and 
resources will be sufficient to resolve the current budget deficit and pay 
the debt service on the bond financing without additional burden on the 
membership. To this end we will have an independent financial feasibility 
study conducted by an independent auditing firm. 


The Board of Directors has taken another careful look at how the MESH 
Funds are defined. We have segregated the funds into specifically defined 
funds. The "Endowment Fund" principal may not be used to support 
operation costs and legacies, wills and estates are invested in this fund as 
perpetual gifts. The “Capital Replacement Fund" is designed to support 
the costs of preventative maintenance and capital expenditures. The 
“Care Center Fund" is reserved for the new Care Center and related 
expenses. The "Resident Trust Account" are funds owned by the Home's 
residents. The “General Fund" has no particular restrictions and may be 
used to augment the cost of operations. 


Probably the most important issued your Board of Directors has now 
acknowledged is that: 


The General Fund balance will only augment the Home's Oper- 
ating Budget deficit for four more years before it is exhausted. 


The Master Plan is designed to replace the aging Care Center, 
implement a more economical Assisted Living Program, and 
increase the number of Independent Living Units. The plan is 
designed to improve efficiency, to improve the quality of care, 
to allow access to increased revenues, to not relinquish our 
control over the admission process, and to not require an 
additional burden upon the Masons and Eastern Stars in this 
State. 


The fully implemented plan will, within four years, resolve our 
fiscal crisis and result in a balanced budget. The continued 
philanthropy of our members will continue to be essential to 
the success of your Home.. 


The Board of Directors has sponsored a number of Area Meetings through- 
out North Carolina where our Administrator has made an in-depth and 
detailed presentation of the Boards's Master Plan. 


Our attention must be on balancing the needs and wants of the members 


and others qualified for admission. All this must be in the context of the 
income earned by your contributions to the Endowment and Foundation, 
through estate giving, through the participation of those now residing in the 
Home, and other revenue to which the Home and our residents are entitled.

THE MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
(Docket No. 11) 


The Report of the Committee on the Masonic and Eastern 
Star Home, Inc. was received, entered on the record, and 
referred to the Board of Directors: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


In accordance with Regulation 38-16 of THE CODE of the Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina, this committee made its annual inspection and evaluation 
of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home on January 20, 1996. 


Members of the committee present were Charles E. Cathey, Sr., Chair- 
man; Benjamin F. Smith, Jr., Wiley K. Hill, Peter C. Eure and Allen M. 
Carraway. 


The committee met with John A. Rose, Administrator/CEO, in his office. 
After a well presented overview of the situation of the Masonic and Eastern 
Star Home (hereafter referred to as the Home) by Brother Rose, the committee 
had lunch in the dining room and toured the buildings. 


Buildings were clean and the residents pleased with their care. As of 
January 20, 1996 there were 190 residents. 


The dining room furniture, particularly the chairs, should be replaced. 
These are not adequate for our elderly residents. The dining room should be 
remodeled in order to provide a “homelike” atmosphere, rather than its 
present "institutional" appearance. 


Some walkways are in need of repair. Temporary repairs might be more 
feasible when considering the long term capital improvement plans; however, 
liability is an issue and this problem should be dealt with forthwith. 


Near the second floor elevator of the Care Center there was a slight urine 
odor. This is not alarming when one considers the medical condition of some 
of its residents. This was not deemed a serious problem. 


There appeared to be efficient use of labor, i.e., there were no employees 
just "passing the time of day" and it appeared that there was adequate labor 
to care for the residents. 


There are well planned activities for the residents. The welfare of the 
residents is top priority. 

Brother Rose has improved upon the management and operation of the 
facility. The first network computer system with essential software has been 
installed. This will enable the Home to more effectively meet requirements of 
providing adequate resident care and fiscal management. 


The application form has been revised to allow a better assessment of 
applicant needs and personal circumstances. Applications are continually 
being monitored and purged, if required. 

As has been the case in recent years, the lack of adequate funds is a 
problem. Although the operating budget is efficient the revenue must be 
increased by over $600,000.00 per year within the next four fiscal years. If not 
the Home will be in the "red." Brother Rose is keenly aware of this problem and 
is developing options for consideration by the Grand Lodge. This committee 
encourages all to review Brother Rose's various proposals and make a decision 
as soon as possible as to the future operation of the Home. 

The Home is the most efficiently operated of its kind among those 
surveyed in the United States. The average cost per resident per year among 
those surveyed was $31,000.00; our Home averages less than $25,000.00. 

The Home's Board of Directors had developed a *Mission Statement" as 
follows: 
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"The mission of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina, 
Inc. is to provide a nurturing home where order, truth, love, happiness, and 
security are evident. Each resident will have the opportunity to observe and 
participate in a spiritual, moral and culturally enriching life-style. Within a 
home-like environment, and insofar as is possible, every resident will be 
encouraged to be effectively interdependent and responsibly independent." 


In order for this committee to completely meet its responsibilities, it 
should be furnished with a list of the members of the Home's Board of 
Directors, and the minutes and reports of the Board of Directors.

The following report of Brother David R. Grissom, Adminis- 
trator of The Masonic Home For Children At Oxford was 
received, entered on the record, and referred to the Board of 
Directors: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


During 1995, The Masonic Home for Children at Oxford celebrated 122 
years of continuous care to children who need love, stability and guidance. 
Over our long and proud heritage, Masons, alumni, and friends have sup- 
ported this beautiful home, and beneath the old historical oak trees, many 
children have grown and faced adulthood with a great deal of success. On 
behalf ofthe children and staff, we appreciate all that has and continues to be 
done to make this special Home a “haven of blessing and a place of peace." 


As the reader will note in the Annual Report, The Masonic Home for 
Children has had a successful 1995 year. The Board of Directors has worked 
with great care to see that the best decisions were made to benefit all the 
children, the Masonic Home and Freemasonry. The Board of Directors has 
included their positive work in the Board of Directors Annual Report. 


Overall, campus life has been very active as all departments have worked 
diligently to see that the proper care has been given to the children and to the 
Masonic Home. Vocational programs remain a part ofthe training to help the 
children learn responsibility and self-esteem. 


As education is a vital part of our program, we continue to be grateful to 
the Granville County Public School System, the Administration and teachers 
within the five schools who assist in educating our children. With our on- 
campus tutorial program, with the assistance of teachers and volunteer 
adults, we are able to help the children with their studies. Especially 
important are the new students who come to our Home during the school year 
as they need assistance with their studies. The tutors and the computer lab 
on campus has been beneficial to all the students as we strive to see that each 
child receives a quality education. 


The Independent Living Program continues to benefit our college stu- 
dents on campus. All the students in this vital program attend the local Vance- 
Granville Community College, maintaining a full-time course load and work 
in a job in the Oxford area. At the end of the 1995-1996 regular school year, 
we anticipate five new students entering the Independent Living Program. 
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During 1995, the census on campus varied between 140 and 150 students. 
At the writing of this report, a number of applications are pending approval 
by the local Masonic Lodges as accommodations are still available for sixty 
more students. All Masonic Lodges across North Carolina are encouraged to 
be sensitive to the needs of children in their communities as the goal of our 
Home is to care for those children who meet the requirements for admission. 
As our Masonic Home is a long-term residential Home, we know there are 
children who can benefit from the programs and activities that are offered by 
our facility. 

In addition to the special events on our campus, we continue to be very 
grateful for the success of St. John's Day. On June 24, 1995, over 12,000 
Masons, their families and friends participated in the largest Masonic cel- 
ebration on the campus of the Masonic Home for Children. Every year, the 
three Shrine Temples, Amran, Oasis and Sudan give their time, personal 
expenses, and love to make this day a tremendous success. As the three 
Temples are unified in their efforts, the food, parade and outstanding fellow- 
ship make this an event that is special for the young and the young at heart. 
We continue to offer our gratitude to Brother Lloyd Young, Chairman, and his 
St. John's Day Committee for the outstanding work that is done each year as 
this occasion is getting bigger and better. Às a reminder, St. John's Day will 
be held on the campus of the Masonic Home for Children on June 22, 1996. As 
you attend this memorable event, all you need to bring is a big smile and a 
lounge chair as the price for admission is free. 

In conclusion, the children and staff at the Masonic Home for Children 
extend to the Board of Directors our deep appreciation for the support and 
outstanding work you have done to help us during 1995. Your dedication and 
the commitment of future Boards continues to help us attain our many goals. 

In addition, on behalf of our children, staff and Board of Directors, we 
express our gratitude to Grand Master, Clifton W. Everett, Jr., for his 
leadership and compassion during his year as Chairman of our Board of 
Directors. We also offer our thanks to three of our Board members who 
completed their three years of dedicated and faithful service to our Masonic 
Home for Children. To Brother Boyce P. Hunt, Brother Alton L. “Pete”

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
OF THE MASONIC HOME 
FOR CHILDREN AT OXFORD 
(Docket No. 13) 

The following report ofthe Board of Directors of The Masonic 
Home For Children At Oxford was received and entered on the 
record: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
The Board of Directors for the Masonic Home For Children conducted 
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their quarterly meetings during February, May, August and November of 
1995 on the beautiful Oxford campus. All the committees of the Board have 
studied their particular areas throughout the year and reported to the total 
Board with decisions being made that will continue to provide quality care for 
all the children. 

During 1995 a big emphasis has focused on how to best utilize our campus 
program. The Long Range Planning Committee, for example, has studied with 
great interest the beef operation and due to the low beef prices in the market 
place, which have been low for several years, this particular program has been 
quite expensive to maintain. The ultimate goal of our Board is to provide 
productive programs our children will appreciate and incentives from which 
they will learn. At the present time, our Board is recommending reducing the 
beef operation, except for several steers to be used in the kitchen on campus, 
and supplementing the beef operation with a lamb project. Through the local 
Granville County 4-H Extension Office, ten to twelve boys will be assigned a 
lamb to raise, show and sell in the market place. Twelve lambs have already 
been purchased for the children as a pilot project and with the assistance of 
local 4-H students and their supervisors we anticipate the children learning 
responsibility and self-esteem. Once the lambs are sold after three months, 
the children will be able to receive a portion of the proceeds. 

It is the opinion of our Board that the money that is donated to our 
Masonic Home for Children must be used to maintain quality programs for the 
children and the lamb project is a less expensive way to utilize the land and, 
most of all, help the children. 


In addition, by phasing out the beef operation, the money we would save 
can be used to broaden our educational programs on campus. The need for a 
centralized resource center with computers and library book is vital to our 
students, and we anticipate developing this endeavor as soon as possible. 


As a matter of information, the Pre-Kindergarten Program, which oper- 
ated on our campus in the lower level of the York Rite Memorial Chapel for 
over five years, has moved back to West Oxford Elementary School. The 
reason the Pre-Kindergarten Program was located on our campus was to 
assist with the overcrowding and give the children a place to have classrooms 
near the West Oxford School. 


As of August 1995, space was made available on the West Oxford campus 
and the Pre-Kindergarten Program returned to this site. With the return of 
the Pre-Kindergarten Program to West Oxford, the option to utilize part ofthe 
lower level of the York Rite Memorial Chapel as a resource center would be 
a valid possibility. 

During 1995, the Granville County Public School System, under the 
leadership of Superintendent Dr. Janice Davis, her staff and teachers, 
maintained excellent communication and support for our students at the 
Masonic Home for Children. Our students attend five of the local schools, and 
if needs ever arise involving our children, the teachers will offer their 
assistance along with our Masonic Home staff to help the children. Especially 
important are the new children who come to our home as many of them are 
behind in their grades. With the support of the Masonic Home staff, the 
teachers in the school and available tutors on campus, all the children are 
given assistance with their school work. 


Since education is vital to all of our students, the Independent Living 
Program on campus continues to be a success. This program is used by our 
college students once they graduate from the local J. F. Webb High School. All 
students in this program are required to attend the local Vance-Granville 
Community College, work a part time job and maintain a C average in their 
grades. Once they complete two years at the Community College, they can 
transfer to a four year college or decide to use their college training and enter 
the work force. In either case, the Masons of North Carolina assist the 
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students with their educational endeavors in an effort to help each student 
become independent and self-sufficient. 


The census on the campus of the Masonic Home for Children varies with 
an average population of students during 1995 at 150. At the end of the 1995, 
the census showed 72 boys and 52 girls with a total of 124 in our care. As a 
Board of Directors, we emphasize to all of our Masons and their local Masonic 
Lodges, the need to be alert and sensitive to children in their particular 
communities as our Masonic Home for Children can still assist approximately 
60 more deserving children. As our Masons are aware, all children must be 
recommended by a Masonic Lodge and approved by the Masonic Home for 
Children. With the assistance of our Masons and the staff at the Home, we will 
continue to provide quality care for every child who needs hope, love, and 
stability. If any of our Masons have questions or need information about 
admissions, please call the Masonic Home for Children or contact Brother 
Donald Sizemore, Director of Admissions at the Masonic Home. 


In other areas involving our Board of Directors during 1995, the By-Laws 
of the Home have been revised and approved. This was especially important 
as the name change from “Oxford Orphanage" to "The Masonic Home for 
Children at Oxford" must be properly listed with the Secretary of States Office 
in Raleigh. The Masonic Home for Children is still listed as a tax exempt 
charitable home for children and fortunately all donations are deeply appre- 
ciated. Our Home still receives no State or Federal monies as we depend 
totally on our Masons, Alumni and interested supporters to meet our operat- 
ing budget. 

During 1995, approximately 11,000 Masons, their families and friends 
attended the annual St. John's Day "Under the Oaks" on the beautiful campus 
of the Masonic Home for Children on June 25. This exciting event is always 
the largest Masonic celebration in the State of North Carolina and due to the 
outstanding support, this annual occasion becomes an even bigger success 
every year. We are deeply grateful to our three Shrine Temples, Amran, Oasis 
and Sudan, for the excellent food and parade they provide each year as their 
commitment and dedication to this large endeavor is always very special. We 
continue to extend our deep appreciation to Brother Lloyd Young, Chairman, 
and the St. John's Day Committee for the wonderful work that is done to 
prepare for this outstanding program. Already, preparations are well under- 
way to bring all ofus back to the Masonic Home for Children on St. John's Day, 
June 22, 1996. As a reminder, admission is free and all that is needed for a 
successful day is a big smile and a lounge chair. 


Financially, the Board of Directors continues to study the overall opera- 
tion of the Masonic Home for Children as it is vital to inform our Masons as 
to how all donations are utilized. 


With the assistance of all departments on campus, the Board has been 
able to keep expenses within the allocated budget. We appreciate the fine 
work Brother David Ford, Business Manager and Treasurer for the Masonic 
Home and Brother Don Williams, Chairman of Finance for both the Masonic 
Home for Children and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, have done to 
keep our Board informed on all expenses and donations received during 1995. 


As we prepare for the new 1996 budget year, we want to encourage all of 
our Masons and special supporters to assist our children as their future is in 
our hands. Our goal is to maintain quality care for every child and it will take 
all of us working together to see that the dreams of the children are attained. 


Our Board would also encourage our Masonic Lodges to utilize the talents 
of Brother Jim Medlin, Director of Development for the Grand Lodge. During 
1995 he was able to assist interested philanthropist with their wills and 
bequests as the future of our Home and its endowment will benefit from these 
future donations. 
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As our readers will notice, a Comparative Statement of Income and a 
Comparative Statement of Expenses for 1995 is listed for your information. 
Please note, your donations and support are important and we appreciate 
your continued good work and dedication to our children. 


As we conclude our Annual Report, we extend our deep appreciation to 
Grand Master Clifton W. Everett, Jr. for his leadership and sensitivity during 
his year as Chairman of our Board of Directors. In addition, we extend our 
gratitude to three of our Brethren who complete their three year term as 
members of our Board. To Brother Boyce P. Hunt, Brother Alton L. "Pete"

with or masonic recognition of them or any of them, is prohibited.

3. No new copy of the Vocabulary shall be issued to any subordinate lodge 
except to replace those returned to the Grand Secretary due to their 
useless condition or to replace copies proved to be lost or completely 
destroyed. 

Amend Regulation 24-6.5 of THE CODE to read as follows:

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE TO 
THE MASONIC SERVICE ASSOCIATION 
(Docket No. 17) 


The following report was received and entered on the record. 
The recommendation that the Grand Lodge continue its mem- 
bership in MSA was adopted and the matter of finances was 
referred to the Committee on Finance: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Your Representative attended the 77th annual meeting of the Masonic 
Service Association held in the Hyatt Regency Crystal City, Arlington, 
Virginia, on Monday, February 19, 1996, in conjunction with the Conference 
of Grand Masters. 


An Amendment to the Constitution of the Masonic Service Association of 
the United States was proposed and passed changing the name of the 
Association to "The Masonic Service Ássociation of North America." This 
change broadened the geographic territory of the association to include "The 
Sum of the Territories of the United States of America and of Canada". This 
change now makes it possible for Canadian Grand Lodges, who wish to become 
a part ofthe Masonic Service Association, to join as full voting and participat- 
ing members. 


It was reported that during 1995, no new members came into the associa- 
tion. With the change in the constitution, it is reasonable to expect Canadian 
Grand Lodges to become members. 


During 1995, the Masonic Service Association issued appeals for Disaster 
Relief on behalf of the following Grand Lodges with the responses as noted: 


Grand Lodge of Georgia $ 725.00 
Grand Lodge of Texas $22,535.00 
Grand Lodge of California $10,200.00 


On April 25, 1995, an appeal was put out on behalf of the Grand Lodge of 
Oklahoma to assist families impacted by the bombing of the Federal Building 
in Oklahoma City. In response to that appeal, a total of $87,990.00 was sent 
to the Grand Lodge of Oklahoma. 


On January 26, 1995, an appeal was issued to assist the Grand Lodge of 
Japan in their recovery from a catastrophic earthquake that occurred in the 
early part of January 1995. 


There was a very fine response to that appeal and a total of $34,285.00 was 
sent to the Grand Lodge of Japan representing gifts from Grand Lodges, 
Lodges, individuals, and appendant Masonic Bodies within the United States 
and Canada. 


The MSA has a continuing appeal on behalf ofthe emerging Grand Lodges 
of Eastern Europe. Anyone wishing to help Freemasonry in any of these 
countries may send contributions, marked for the country of their choice, to 
the MSA. 


The Masonic Information Center, a branch of the Masonic Service Asso- 
ciation, was established by our late Brother John J. Robinson, whose generous 
contribution of funds made the center possible. 


The statement of purpose adopted by the Masonic Information Center is: 
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“The Masonic Information Center, a branch of the Masonic Service Associa- 
tion, is a central source of accurate information about Freemasonry. It 
provides this information to the general public, directly and through national 
and local media; responds to criticism of the Masonic Fraternity; and assists 
Masonic Grand Lodges and their members in disseminating accurate and 
authoritative information about Freemasonry within and without the Craft." 

As you can see from this Statement of Purpose, there are two basic areas 
of concern in which the Masonic Information Center is involved. The first is 
self-directed, that is to make members of the Fraternity, their families, and 
friends more knowledgeable about Freemasonry, particularly its history and 
its purpose. Secondly, we are making contact with the media to present the 
general public with factual and accurate information about Freemasonry. 

The Masonic Service Association Hospital Visitation Program continues 
to be considered as the principal relief work of the MSA. This program 
supports and maintains a network of volunteers in 159 Veterans Affairs 
Medical Centers. The visitations to the disabled and lonely patients in VA 
Hospitals offers hope and encouragement to both non-masons and Brother 
Masons alike. 

Until his death on December 24, 1995, Brother Thomas E. Weir served as 
the MSA Director of the Hospital Visitation Program. 

Most Worshipful Richard E. Fletcher, P.G.M. serves as Executive Secre- 
tary of the Masonic Service Ássociation and through his dedicated efforts a 
valuable service is rendered on behalf of Freemasonry in North America. 

I make the following recommendations: 

1. That we continue our membership in and support of the Masonic 

Service Association. 

2. That the lodges and members of this Grand Jurisdiction be kept 
informed by appropriate means of the availability of the educational 
materials available from the Masonic Service Association.

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Your Representative attended the annual meeting of the George Wash- 
ington Masonic National Memorial Association held at the Hyatt Regency 
Crystal City, Arlington, Virginia, on Monday, February 19, 1996. 


The meeting was called to order by Most Worshipful Edgar N. Peplar, Past 
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Grand Master of New Jersey, President. The meeting was held in conjunction 
with the annual conference of Grand Masters. 


An open house was held at the Memorial on Sunday afternoon for those 
attending the Conference of Grand Masters. This provided an opportunity for 
the attendees to enjoy guided tours of the various display rooms and to learn 
more about the Memorial. 


Most Worshipful Donald M. Robey, P.G.M. serves as the Executive 
Secretary-Treasurer of the George Washington Masonic National Memorial 
Association. The following are highlights from his report: 


“As we start 1996, I’m proud of the accomplishments of the 
past few years. When I look at some of the great pieces of 
granite which have been carved into beautiful works of art 
around the Memorial, I think about the many small pieces 
which were chipped off of the massive stones during the 
carver’s work. That’s true for many projects to upgrade and 
restore parts of this Memorial that have been subjected to 
the cruel sands of time. 


When I became Secretary-Treasurer almost three years ago, 
the Executive Committee asked me to develop a comprehen- 
sive list of projects needed to return the Memorial to its 
original glory and to make it acceptable to today’s building 
standards. From that, the Committee established priorities, 
from essential projects to those which could wait. We have 
made great strides toward completing many of the projects. 


Many things which we expect in modern buildings didn’t 
exist in the ‘20’s and ‘30’s when this Memorial was planned 
and built. Air conditioning wasn’t designed into the rooms. 
Security surveillance wasn’t thought about (or even needed). 
Heating was coal-fired with an engineer on duty all winter. 
Pipes and ducts were insulated with materials which are 
considered hazardous today. Electrical panels and switch- 
boards were open and had bare parts because where they 
were installed was accessible to “authorized personnel only.” 
The amount of energy needed to run the building wasn’t even 
considered because it was so cheap. No one seemed con- 
cerned whether the building was accessible to handicapped 
persons. 


Today every meeting room and display room, except the 
Main Auditorium (which we hope to do in 1998), Assembly 
Hall and Memorial Hall, has been air conditioned. We have 
added new exterior lighting and security systems. Gas has 
replaced coal-fired boilers. Hazardous insulation has been 
replaced. We plan to replace the main electrical switchboard 
in 1997, assuming projected funds are available. We have 
notified Johnson Controls Company that we plan to install 
an electronic Energy Management system in 1996, permit- 
ting them to begin engineering studies to determine the 
system needed to manage the vast amount of energy used to 
operate this Memorial. ( The combined electric and gas bills 
for 1995 exceeded $80,000.00) We have completed the wheel- 
chair ramps and lifts and toilet facilities that satisfy the 
requirements of the Americans with Disabilities Act. We still 
have things to do to make the Lodge rooms handicap acces- 
sible; but hope to address that soon. 

Many projects remain, but we have come a long way. We need 
the continued support of all the organizations of Freema- 
sonry to restore and upgrade this Memorial erected to the 
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memory of our greatest Freemason, Worshipful Brother 
George Washington." 
I make the following recommendations: 

l. That we continue our membership in the George Washington 
Masonic National Memorial Association. 

2. That this Grand Jurisdiction continue to promote visitation and 
support ofthe Memorial through appropriate articles in the North 
Carolina Mason. 

3. That we increase our contribution to the George Washington 
Masonic National Memorial as additional funds become avail- 


able.

REPORT OF THE GRAND HISTORIAN 
(Docket No. 21) 
The following report of the Grand Historian was received 
and entered on the record: 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


During the 1930s, J. Edward Allen, who would become Grand Master in 
1939, was requested “to organize the Masonic library and historical resources 
of North Carolina for the purpose of making that material... available to our 
North Carolina members.” Enlisting the assistance of other capable and 
willing members, one of Brother Allen's first endeavors under that commis- 
sion was to fill in the gaps existing in GRAND LODGE PROCEEDINGS with 
respect to the biographies of our earliest Grand Masters. This was indeed a 
significant and worthwhile undertaking, for those earliest Grand Masters 
were not only outstanding members of our fraternity, but most of them also 
played important roles in the early history of our state. Some of them were also 
prominent nationally. 

Samuel Johnston, born in Dundee, Scotland, was our first Grand Master, 
but his public service was such as to virtually eclipse his Masonic career. In 
fact, none of the standard biographies of him even mention his Masonic 
service. À partial listing of those public services follows: 


Practiced law in Edenton; served in State General Assembly twelve 
sessions; Clerk of Court for Edenton District; Deputy Naval Officer (removed 
by Governor Martin because of his revolutionary activities); member of 
Committee of Continental Correspondence; member of four Provincial Con- 
gresses in North Carolina and president of the last two, which launched the 
Revolutionary Government in North Carolina; represented Chowan County 
three terms in State Senate; in 1781 elected to represent North Carolinain the 
Continental Congress. 


Johnston was elected Governor of North Carolina three times. He was 
president ofthe Constitutional Convention in 1788 which rejected the Federal 
Constitution, and again president in 1789 when North Carolina ratified the 
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Constitution. He was elected a trustee of the University of North Carolina, 
and he was the first U. S. Senator elected from North Carolina. His last public 
service was as a Superior Court Judge. 


He spent his last years at his Hayes Plantation, near Edenton, and is 
buried in the family burying ground there. 


The Grand Lodge presented a bust of Johnston to the state in 1912, when 
Richard N. Hackett was Grand Master. The bust was presented for the Grand 
Lodge by Secretary of State J. Bryan Grimes and was received for the state by 
Governor W. W. Kitchen. The bust now stands in the State Capitol. 


Richard Caswell, our second Grand Master, was born in Maryland and 
came to North Carolina at the age of sixteen, where he became a surveyor. He 
did quite well, becoming the owner of three thousand acres of land by the age 
of nineteen. 


Present at the 1787 Convention which formed the Grand Lodge, he there 
framed a draft of a constitution for the Grand Lodge, and the following year 
served on the committee to form the Grand Lodge "Bye Laws." He succeeded 
Johnston as Grand Master in 1789 but died in office, when Johnston then 
succeeded him and served three more terms. 


Caswell, too, was an effective leader in the state and nation. He first 
served in the Assembly in 1754 and continued there until the outbreak of the 
Revolution, serving two terms as speaker. He also served as speaker of the 
Senate several terms, dying in that office. 


Caswell's leadership abilities led to important military roles during the 
War of Independence. He eventually achieved the rank of major general and 
is remembered as the hero of the Battle of Moore's Creek Bridge. 


Richard Caswell was the first elected governor of North Carolina, serving 
seven terms. Thus he was elected to and served more terms than any governor 
since, but a term in those times was only one year. Our recent Governors Hunt 
and Martin, for instance, each served more years than Caswell, but he was 
elected more often than either. 

The biographies of those early Grand Masters go on to include such 
additional prominent leaders as William R. Davie (UNC founder), Benjamin 
Smith, Richard Dobbs Spaight, and numerous others. There is not nearly 
enough space to include even a brief summary of them all here, but they 
appear in their entirety in the 1938, 1939, and 1940 PROCEEDINGS of the 
GRAND LODGE. They are interesting and, in many instances, are not 
elsewhere recorded. Their reading is strongly recommended for your enjoy- 
ment and furtherance of Masonic knowledge.

2. Reducetherequired paperwork for reporting on fund raising projects. 


3. Allow the committee more flexibility in approving certain things that 
are currently not permissible under the CODE. 


Much effort has gone into preparing the above referenced proposed 
amendments. This is a part ofthe continuing effort that is required to keep our 
fund raising activities in compliance with the applicable rules and regulations 
that we must operate under. The committee will continue to work on this 
undertaking, making every effort within it's power to understand the 
fraternity's tax obligation while at the same time striving to keep that 
obligation as low as is permitted by the tax statutes. 


The Committee has continued to see improvement during this past Grand 
Lodge year in lodges conducting their fund-raising activities in compliance 
with the CODE. Lodges are asking more questions regarding what and how 
to do fund raising. The committee encourages this and pledges its continued 
support to helping lodges in any way it can. 


The committee has seen an increase in fund raising activities and is 
pleased that most of this activity requires little more than routine action by 
either the lodges conducting the activity or the committee. 


The committee sincerely hopes that more lodges will make better use of 
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the privileges extended by Reg. 43-12, and raise substantial extra money for 
our Masonic Charities. 


The committee desires to be of service to all the lodges in the state in 
regards to their fund raising efforts. The committee wants to help, but they 
must know that the lodge needs help. They don't know a lodge needs help if 
the lodge doesn't ask for that help.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MASONIC 
RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT 


(Docket No. 24) 
The following report of the Committee on Masonic Research 
and Development was received and entered on the record: 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Your Committee on Masonic Research and Development met nine (9) 
times this past year in preparation for the 16 R&D area seminars that were 
held across the state, some of which were poorly attended, to which we would 
like to think was weather related. Three (3) of the meetings scheduled for 
February 3rd were cancelled due to severe icing and were re-scheduled for 
February 24th. There may not have been enough time allowed for proper re- 
notification. We feel that the Brethren of N. C. are now somewhat better 
informed as a result of these seminars and we thank you and the Grand Lodge 
for your support of this committee's efforts. 


One item of thought the committee would respectfully like to recommend 
to you and each of your successors is to allow the committee to do what it does 
best and that is to work on new topics and items with new ideas—issues our 
brethren would never have learned about otherwise. This year's topics were 
a rehash of the 1993 program and our attendance reflected the craft's 
excitement towards them. In 1994 we had a thought provocative theme that 
caught everyone's attention and our attendance nearly doubled. Once again 
in 1996 we went back to the business theme and the attendance mirrored the 
1993 seminars. Let the R&D committee do what the name implies. Research 
and Development. There are many items of interest that need our attention 
and must be carefully researched in order for our brethren to be better 
informed. 


The ultimate goal of any successful program is being able to reach its 
audience. We would like to recommend that the R&D seminars be expanded 
from 16 to 22 locations. There are areas in this state where we just cannot get 
the brethren to drive to a neighboring town whether it be a matter of pride or 
distance. We don't know. My approach is simple, if we cannot get them to come 
to us then we must go to them. We are also recommending we drop Durham 
and move that seminar to Raleigh, that allows us to add Burlington. The 
second dropped location is Albemarle. Move this seminar to Salisbury, we 
then add High Point and Rockingham. In the western part of the state we are 
simply adding Boone and to the east, we are adding Greenville and 
Elizabethtown. The additional cities should not create any extra burden to the 
R&D committee as far as coverage. 


At each seminar this year the brethren in attendance were asked to fill out 
an Evaluation Sheet. Space was provided on the bottom for their comments 
about future seminar topics as well as their comments of a general nature. 


The N. C. Masonic Speakers Bureau is finally a reality! The only remain-

ing item to finish is inputting the data onto the software at the Grand Lodge. 
Ed Moody of this committee is creating the Data-Base now and plans to have 
it loaded by the Annual Communication in April. The list is still valid however 
and we can at anytime call up and send out Qualified Masonic Speakers if so 
asked. We will just have to do it from a paper file at the present. We currently 
have 35 speakers signed up with just over 30 topics on file. We personally 
would rather start off with a good small program than a large unorganized 
program. It is easier to make something good better than to make something 
bad work. We believe that as soon as other masons start seeing this program 
function and how much fun it's going to be, they will start calling in to sign- 
up. At present the only start-up cost that the Grand Lodge may incur will the 
be postage cost ofthe topic material should a lodge call in and only want a topic 
sent to them verses having a speaker to go with it. 


In closing, allow me to say that I have enjoyed my 3 years on this 
committee. It has allowed me the opportunity to meet and work with Masons 
from across this state that I would not have met otherwise. I hope that we the 
committee have served you in the capacity that you expected from us and that 
we were able to accomplish your goals. We feel that its been a good year. I have 
taken the liberty of sending this material to Right Worshipful William H. 
Simpson, Deputy Grand Master for his review. Hopefully it will help him 
chart the course for the ensuing year and the next committee.

REPORT OF THE GRAND MASTER'S COMMITTEE 
ON YOUTH ORGANIZATIONS 
(Docket No. 27) 

The following report of the Grand Master's Committee on 
Masonic Youth Organizations was received and entered on the 
record and the portion pertaining to Finance was referred to the 
Committee on Finance: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

Masonic related youth organizations are alive and well as the saying 
goes. As this Committee has taken note, it is particularly significant that the 
North Carolina State Association of DeMolay has enjoyed a particularly good 
year. Executive Officer Bro. E. John Elmore will be elevated to the rank and 
title of Grand Master of DeMolay in the coming year. This is testimony to his 
excellent level of service and to his abilities in youth leadership. 

During 1995 over eighty (80) young men were initiated into DeMolay in 
North Carolina. A SPECIAL Scottish Rite Class was held in October and it 
was sponsored by all the Valleys except Wilmington. Scottish Rite Masons 
paid the initiation fees for this class of twenty-four (24), Statewide. 

The following Chapters met or exceeded their individual membership 
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goals: Jacksonville, Raleigh, Rowan. 

Over twenty-four (24) new Master Masons were trained as Dad Advisors. 

The young men held activities throughout the State consisting of a Sports 
Weekend in Rowan County, A Ritual Weekend in Raleigh, and an Awards Day 
in Greensboro during December. 

One new Chapter, French Broad River Chapter, was started in Brevard 
and restoration was begun on re-establishing Friendship Chapter in 
Burlington. 

In December a Statewide Dance was held in Gastonia jointly with 
Rainbows and DeMolays from South Carolina. 

Another benchmark of progress was the establishment of a NEW COURT 
of Chevaliers, known as Cardinal Court. Bro. Charles Rouse of Raleigh as its 
Commander. 

The Legion of Honor Preceptory held its March Observance in Raleigh. 

Master Masons sit on Advisory Boards for The Order of Rainbows, Jobs 
Daughters, and DeMolay. This activity, in addition to Grand Lodge funding 
provided, continues the long tradition of North Carolina Masonic support of 
youth organizations. 

Finally, recognizing that the Committee has no specific charge per se nor 
a Grand Lodge budget for Committee operating expenses, a meeting was 
scheduled for the Committee to be present and to conduct business at the 
Grand Master's Class on January 6th in Goldsboro.

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REPORT OF THE NORTH CAROLINA 
MASONIC DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM 
(Docket No. 29) 

The following Report of The North Carolina Masonic Devel- 
opment Program was received, entered on the record and 
referred to the Board of General Purposes: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The emphasis of the Development Office in 1995 was three-fold: (1) 
assisting lodges in their solicitation of members for our North Carolina 
Charities; (2) identifying key prospects for major or legacy gifts, and assisting 
them accordingly; and (3) assisting our charities, our members and families 
with the necessary tools of estate planning to accomplish planned gifts for our 
Homes and the Foundation. 

1995 finished with $1,236,534.33 of annual contributions from our Lodges: 
$674,644.36 received for the Masonic Home for Children at Oxford, 10.2% 
increase over 1994; $406,765.99 received for the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home, basically flat growth. The Care Center Fund at Greensboro reflected an 
increase of approximately 1.0% over 1994. The North Carolina Masonic 
Foundation reflected a 27.196 increase over 1994. Total annual receipts for 
these designated areas, $1,236,534.33 (1995) vs. $1,151,059.35 (1994) for an 
overall 7.4% increase. 


Legacy gifts: 
Masonic Home for Children at Oxford $ 446,403.75 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home 136,161.57 
N. C. Masonic Foundation, Inc. $ 250,645.12 
Total Legacy Gifts for 1995 $ 833,210.44 


Charitable Remainder Unity Trusts (CRUTs): 


Masonic Home for Children at Oxford $2,000,000.00 
N. C. Masonic Foundation, Inc. $ 250,000.00 


The CRUTs listed above are the equivalent, in Present Value of Dollars 
today, of placing into an interest bearing instrument approximately $700,000 
(principal/corpus) at 6.0% interest for 20 years and at the term of the CRUTs 
approximately $2,300,000 will then be the principal/corpus for the charities. 


Overall, 1 believe 1995 was a good year, solid growth year. 


For 1996 and beyond, there are three major parts of the annual program 
that lend itself measurable and key for the goodness and livelihood of our 
North Carolina Masonic Charities: annual contributions coming from the 
individuallodges, the growth of legacies to our charities, and the growth ofthe 
North Carolina Masonic Foundation. 

This year a training program will be instituted in 17 different locations 
across the state. À training manual will be given to each lodge in attendance 
with instruction in key fund-raising efforts. Secondly, a major effort in 
Planned Giving will be initiated. Brochures and literature will be utilized in 
an effort to inform the membership of the opportunities of giving to one, or all, 
of our North Carolina Masonic Charities. And thirdly, a mainstay effort will 
remain to search for candidates who wish to leave charitable remainder assets 
to our charities. This will be accomplished through the brethren, OES, and 
family members who wish to learn more about charitable gifting.

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REPORT OF THE 
CODE COMMITTEE 
(Docket No. 30) 
The following report of the Code Commission was read and 
entered on the record: 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
Amend Regulation 82-4 to read as follows: 


REGULATION 82-4. For the purpose of Masonic funerals only, a Lodge of 
Sorrow may be opened annually on the Degree of Master Mason, after the 
installation of officers, the usual lodge ceremonies conducted. At the time of 
request for Masonic funeral services, the Master shall notify lodge officers and 
members to assemble at a specified place and time. At the assembly point 
instruction and information will be given relative to the funeral service and 
place of interment. The minutes shall be read and approved at the next 
convened meeting of the lodge. The Lodge of Sorrow shall be closed annually 
on the Degree of Master Mason, before the next installation of officers. 


1. TheSecretary shall add at the end of the minutes a certifi- 
cate to the effect that the brethren did receive the body and 
did inter the same with a Masonic burial ceremony. 


2. The Secretary shall during the annual closing of the Lodge 
of Sorrow read the names of all deceased brethren with 
dates of birth, initiation, passed, raised, and death. 


Amend Regulation 73-6 to read as follows: 


add statement 73-6.6 EXCEPTION: If the Lodge is at fault or the 
candidate through no fault of his own (ie: sickness), cannot advance within the 
six months period after initiation or passing, then the provisions of paragraph 
73-6 are waived and the candidate may be passed or raised. 


Amend Regulation 77-11 to read as follows: 


In general, membership dues shall be a matter within the jurisdiction of 
the lodge subject to review by the Grand Master or the Grand Lodge for any 
abuse of power except that it may remit the dues of those members who have 
received their fifty year awards on a year by year motion of the lodge. 


Amend Regulation 77-13 to read as follows: 


The annual dues charged by a lodge shall be uniform, each member paying 
the same amount. In the regulation of dues by way of exemption, cancellation, 
increase, or reduction, a lodge shall not show preference or favoritism to any 
class or group of its members, but shall treat all members alike except 
members in the armed forces of the United States and members who have 
received their fifty year awards.

CALLED FROM LABOR TO REFRESHMENT 
The minutes were read by the Assistant Grand Secretary 
and approved. Prayer was offered by W.'.Brother James H. 
Bailey, Grand Chaplain, and the Grand Lodge was called from 
Labor to Refreshment until 1:30 p.m. on Tuesday, April 16, 
1996, in Memorial Auditorium. 


FIRST DAY-AFTERNOON SESSION 
M.'.W.'.Brother Clifton W. Everett, Jr., Grand Master called 
the Grand Lodge meeting to order at 1:30 p.m. on Tuesday, April 
16, 1996. 
Brother E. John Elmore, State Executive Officer for DeMolay 
in North Carolina, introduced Kyle Hughes, State Master 
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Councilor, Order of DeMolay, who delivered the following ad- 
dress: 


Most Worship Grand Master Everett, Deputy Grand Master Simpson, 
Grand Lodge Officers, and members of the North Carolina Grand Lodge, good 
afternoon. It is indeed an honor to be able to stand here and speak before this 
distinguished group of Masons today, and I look forward to personally 
meeting you all during this year, one which should prove to be very exciting 
for DeMolay in North Carolina. 


The DeMolay in North Carolina have been hard at work since Brother 
Sam Barron last spoke here, and much of that can be attributed to his great 
leadership. But, for the past ten years, the DeMolay in North Carolina have 
been blessed with great leadership. Dad E. John Elmore has been the 
Executive Officer of North Carolina DeMolay during that time, and this 
summer, he will take the position of Grand Master of the International 
Supreme Council, Order of DeMolay. At that time, I will receive the great 
honor of being the first State Master Councilor of any jurisdiction to partici- 
pate in the installation ceremony of the Grand Master. 


When I joined DeMolay my sophomore year of high school, I was unaware 
of its Masonic connections. In all honesty, the reason I joined the order had to 
have been the Rainbow's Grand Assembly. Brother Barron really sold me on 
this group when he took me to a dance where 400 girls had only 20 guys to 
dance with. But, as I have grown and matured as a brother of this order, I have 
learned that the fraternal connections one makes through fellowship in this 
Order far outweigh the relationships one gains at Grand Assembly (At least 
they last much longer). In all seriousness, the brothers I have gained and the 
friends I have made through DeMolay are the best friends in my life. DeMolay 
really shaped me as I grew up during the troubled years of high school. While 
I watched many of my friends make decisions involving drugs and other illegal 
activities which ultimately messed up the rest of their lives, I was able to 
refrain from becoming involved in those activities, and I owe a large part of it 
to the lessons DeMolay taught me. 


Unfortunately, not every young man is able to make it through his 
adolescence without becoming involved in such activities. Why not? 


I do not know of one concise answer to this question, but I personally feel 
that it has to do with a lack of self-esteem in a young man’s life. I grew up with 
low self-esteem, and had I not become involved with a group which let me be 
myself and commended me on my work, I do not know where I would be today. 
DeMolay provides every young man with the opportunity to meet friends who 
share the same ideas and values, values to which we vow our faithfulness. It 
provides him with a means of working to help those around him excel, and 
strengthen his ties to his family, his community, and his brethren. Once 
again, I ask, why should every young man not be given the opport&nity to 
participate in such a beneficial order? 

In discussing my involvement with DeMolay with friends who are not 
brothers, most of the time I am asked what exactly DeMolay is. I immediately 
ask if the people I am talking with know of Masonry. Nine times out of ten, the 
answer is yes. Very often, the response is “Oh, my grandfather is a Mason,” or 
“I think my uncle might do that.” How many of you have male children, 
grandchildren, nephews, or know of any young man between the ages of 13 
and 21? How many of these young men are brothers in the Order of DeMolay 
or have even heard of it? I issue to all of you a challenge. If you haven't already, 
talk with this young man about DeMolay, and give him the name and number 
of a local brother with whom he can get in contact. That is all it takes. Now he 
knows about the Order, and even if he does not join, later down the road he 
may hear it mentioned in conversation, and that might spur him to take action 
on becoming a brother. I can’t think of a better feeling than knowing that you 
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were responsible for leading a young man into our great order, and making 
him a better man as a result. 


While I was in Asheville for Grand York Rite, Dad Jack Dossett and I were 
talking, and he said one thing which really struck me. We were discussing 
membership, and he commented on how Masonry is not allowed to recruit 
members; that a prospective Mason must approach a current member and ask 
for a petition. While I cannot disagree with his statement, I do believe that 
Masonry has a way of recruiting prospective members. That is through the 
Order of DeMolay. By participating in a fraternity which has such strong 
Masonic connections, a young man has the opportunity to learn about 
masonry, and the ideals that it endorses. This prior knowledge of the Order 
makes it much easier for one to seek admission into it. I can attest to this as 
well. Before I joined DeMolay, all I knew of masonry was the fact that they 
worked in a building not too far from my house. Now, I have been exposed, 
somewhat, as to what masonry involves, and I intend to petition the Blue 
Lodge when I turn twenty-one. I do not know if I could have said this before 
Ijoined the Order of DeMolay. I do not consider myself an exception, but more 
ofthe norm when it comes to DeMolay. Of the brethren I have talked to, most 
of them desire to join Masonry as soon as possible. So, with this in mind, I say 
to you that Masonry does have an indirect "recruiting" method, the Order of 
DeMolay. 


As I was preparing for this afternoon, I looked over the speeches of some 
of the Past State Master Councilors who have spoken here. While doing this, 
Inoticed that many ofthe same things have been said over the years. Butthere 
is one point that can not be brought up enough, and that is how we, as 
DeMolay, need your support. I will be the first to admit that I have not yet 
learned all there is to learn about growing up. I feel that I can speak for most 
of my brothers, as well. But, much has been taught to me by my Chapter Dad. 
Ican honestly say that I would not be standing here today if he had not taught 
me about what it means to be a leader, and more importantly, a brother. There 
are Dad Training programs at various times throughout the year, and 
becoming a Chapter Dad is not difficult. It is, however, essential for each 
Chapter to have a strong Dad. It is one of the best ways to show your support 
for our Order, and one which is greatly appreciated by all of the brothers of 
DeMolay. 


One year from now, I will most likely be Past State Master Councilor 
(unless we have similar weather at the beginning of next year), and will not 
be speaking here. But, I hope that the young man who is in front of this 
distinguished group next year will say the same type ofthings. Granted, it will 
be different, as we have had different experiences, but certain points are 
common to all DeMolay; the positive effect that being a brother of this Order 
can have on one's life, the friends one makes, the values it embodies, the need 
for your support. One can not overestimate and one should not underestimate 
the importance of an Order like ours. It can make all the difference for a young 
man. I know it has in my life. 


It has indeed been an honor and a privilege to be able to speak here today. 
Grand Master Everett, thank you for allowing me to use a portion of your time, 
and congratulations on a job well done. Deputy Grand Master Simpson, I look 
forward to working with you during the upcoming year, I am sure it will be a 
pleasure. Thank you all very much for your time, and God bless.

I have to go now and find my 
sister, Amy. Good-bye, and God bless you!" 


Jim said that tears came to their eyes as we watched Billy, that child with 
Down's syndrome, limp to the playground to play with his little sister. After 
Billy went down the slide, his mother came over to him and gave him a long 
hug. 

It was obvious that he was a special child to her. 


Sometimes God uses the Billy's of the world to break down our walls of 
sophistication to show us what genuine kindness is all about. We must never 
underestimate the impact that a hug, smile, or encouraging word may have on 
a person's life. 


For those of our brethren who have ever visited either of our two Masonic 
homes, itis routine for our children and older brothers and sisters to reach out 
and give us a hug and share a word of encouragement. They enjoy sharing a 
part of themselves because they are delighted to see you as they appreciate 
what you do for each of them.

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JERRY GORDON TART 


Most Worshipful Jerry Gordon Tart, Grand Treasurer and Past Grand 
Master of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, was born April 15, 1934 in the 
rural community of Newton Grove, North Carolina. On July 21, 1995 his 
immortal soul was translated from this imperfect to that all perfect, glorious 
and celestial lodge above, where the Supreme Architect of the universe 
presides. 


Funeral services were conducted July 23rd, at Greensboro in Irving Park 
United Methodist Church, by his Pastor and Masonic Brother, Robert Rollins, 
assisted by Reverend and Most Worshipful I. Boyd Hopkins. On July 24th 
Most Worshipful Grand Master Clifton W. Everett, Jr. convened the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina in Mill Creek Lodge No. 125, at Newton Grove, where 
Masonic Graveside Rites were conducted by Past Grand Master Bunn T. 
Phillips, Jr. 

Jerry was the eldest of six children and the only son of Ellen Warren Tart 
and Gordon G. Tart. After graduating from public schools in Sampson County 
heentered Wake Forest University, where he received a BA and a Juris Doctor 
Degree from the Wake Forest School of Law, in 1957. 


Jerry married his high school sweetheart and classmate, the former 
Zilphia “Zee” Britt, on June 2, 1956. All who knew Jerry and "Zee" will agree 
that this was indeed a marriage made in Heaven. From this union two 
daughters were born. Laura (Mrs. “Rob”) Rhodes, a corporate attorney with 
NationsBank in Greensboro, and Rachel, a student at Baylor University, 
where she is engaged in post-graduate studies. The Tarts are members of 
Irving Park Methodist Church in Greensboro, where Jerry had served on the 
Administrative Board. Laura and Rachel were both members of the Order of 
Rainbow, for Girls. 


After graduation from law school, Jerry entered the U. S. Air Force where 
he served in the Judge Advocate General's Corp. His four years of service 
included duty in Europe and he retired from active duty with the rank of 
Captain. 

Upon returning to civilian life, he engaged in private law practice in 
Greensboro for more than twenty years. Jerry's expertise in bankruptcy cases 
resulted in his being appointed a Bankruptcy Court Judge in 1986 and at the 
time of his death he was serving as Chief Judge of the Middle District 
Bankruptcy Court of North Carolina. 


Jerry's masonic career began in Mill Creek Lodge No. 125 where he was 
raised by his father, a Past Master, on July 9, 1955. Upon his release from 
active military duty, he established a residency and a law practice in Greens- 
boro and soon affiliated with Corinthian Lodge No. 542. He was elected 
Master in 1970, followed by twelve years as Treasurer and was named by his 
lodge as “Man of the Year" in 1971 and again in 1987, followed by election to 
“Life Membership" in 1988. 


In 1982, while serving as District Deputy Grand Master of the 36th 
Masonic District, Jerry's masonic record and dedication to Freemasonry were 
recognized and rewarded by most Worshipful A. G. “Jack” Honeycutt, Grand 
Master of Masons in North Carolina, by appointing him to the Grand Lodge 
Line, as a Grand Steward. He progressed through the line and at the 202nd 
Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge, in April, 1989 was installed as 
Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina. In 1991 Grand Master Bunn T. 
Phillips presented Jerry with the Joseph Montfort Medal, for meritorious 
service. 

Jerry’s keen interest and love of the Masonic fraternity led him to become 
actively involved in and to preside over, or hold office in many of the 
appendant bodies, however his first and lasting love was always Blue Lodge 
Masonry. His customary masonic jewelry usually consisted of a Blue Lodge 
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ring and a Square and Compass lapel pin. 


Companion and Sir Knight Tart became involved in York Rite in 1965 and 
for many years served as Co-Director in the Greensboro Bodies where he 
presided over each of the three Bodies. In 1987-88 he served as Grand High 
Priest of the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of North Carolina. He was also 
honored with a number of honorary memberships in other York Rite Bodies. 


Illustrious Brother Jerry became a member of the Greensboro Scottish 
Rite Bodies in 1972 and presided over each of the Bodies. The Supreme 
Council invested him with the rank and decoration of Knight Commander of 
the Court of Honour and on November 28, 1987 he was coronated an Inspector 
General Honorary of the 33rd Degree. 


Jerry became a member of Oasis Temple in 1965 and was elected a Life 
Member in 1989. He prized his charter membership in the Oasis Past Master's 
Unit. He was a member of and held office in a number of other appendant 
bodies. 


Jerry always kept his priorities in the proper order. With him, God and 
family occupied the premier place in his life. He was a devoted son, husband, 
father, neighbor and friend and despite his busy and rigorous schedule he 
would always take time to listen to a problem and to usually offer a sound 
solution. Although his professional training and experience as a Judge taught 
him to be ableto disagree without being disagreeable, somehow I believe Jerry 
had always possessed that rare and God-given ability. I know this because in 
going through the Grand Lodge line it was my privilege to follow him. He was 
a natural born leader and the job of those of us who followed was made easier 
because he went before us. 


Freemasonry has lost a valued servant and we shall miss his wise counsel, 
but we should be thankful for his life and strive to emulate his many lovable 
qualities and virtues, so that on the great day of account we may receive from 
the compassionate Judge, the welcome invitation; “Come Ye Blessed of My 
Father, Inherit the Kingdom Prepared for you from the foundation of the 
world." 
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REPORT OF THE GRAND MASTER 
(Docket No. 35) 


Most Worshipful Brother Clifton W. Everett, Grand Master 
of Masons in North Carolina, delivered the following report, 
which was referred to the Board of General Purposes (See Page 
115, Docket No. 36 of these Proceedings for distribution of this 
report.) 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

Brethren: 


It is indeed a pleasure to welcome you, my brethren, to our capital city of 
Raleigh and to this, our Two hundred and ninth Annual Communication of 
the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. Many of you have had to take time out of 
busy work schedules to be in attendance at this communication and I 
sincerely hope that the matters we undertake while you are here will prove 
to be beneficial to the continued good health of our Grand Lodge. Your 
willingness to be part of this process is “proof positive" of your interest and 
concern for the matters affecting our fraternity. 


I would also like to extend fraternal greetings to our distinguished guests 
from our sister Grand Jurisdictions as well as our distinguished leaders from 
our Appendant Bodies. It is a pleasure to have you with us and we hope you 
have a most enjoyable time while you are here in Raleigh. Please feel free to 
let us know if there is anything we can do for you to make your stay more 
enjoyable. 

At this juncture, I would like to speak for a moment to the Delegates 
representing the 386 Subordinate Lodges extending the length and breadth 
of North Carolina. You have each gathered here at this Annual Communica- 
tion to conduct the business of our Fraternity and to vote on matters which 
will affect the subordinate lodges for years to come. Do not forget, my 
brethren, that YOU are the Grand Lodge. The voting delegates from the 
subordinate lodges number 1,158. The remaining voting delegates consisting 
of the Grand Lodge Officers, Past Grand Masters, District Deputy Grand 
Masters, District Deputy Grand Lecturers and the members of the various 
Boards and Commissions total less than 200 votes, combined. Contrary to a 
popular misconception, it is obvious that the control of the matters under- 
taken by the Grand Lodge does not rest with the Past Grand Masters, but with 
you, my brethren. This is YOUR Grand Lodge. Consider carefully the matters 
brought before you which fundamentally affect our fraternity. Guard your 
vote carefully and always cast it in the best interest of Freemasonry. 


In accordance with provisions of THE CODE, it is necessary and appro- 
priate that I now make a report to you detailing my activities during 1995- 
1996 as your Grand Master with such observations and recommendations as 
may be necessary. The following is my report. 


NECROLOGY 


During the year, as time marched on, the scythe of time has cut the brittle 
thread for many of our brethren, and they have been called to that land where 
our fathers have gone before us, to that Celestial Lodge above where the 
Supreme Architect of the Universe presides. As always, the sands in the hour 
glass of life have run rapidly although imperceptibly. We cherish their 
memory here and commend their spirit to God who gave it. We deeply mourn 
their passing, but we are glad that they lived. 

Numbered among the craft who departed this life during the past year 
was a beloved and respected member of our Grand Lodge Family, Most 
Worshipful Jerry Gordon Tart. Jerry served this Grand Lodge not only as 
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Grand Master, but at the time of his death he was serving as Grand Treasurer. 
He gave the full measure of his time and talents to the work of this Grand 
Lodge and his wise counsel and steady influence will be sorely missed by us 
all. The Committee on Necrology will conduct a memorial service in memory 
of these departed brethren during this Annual Communication. 


DISTRICT DEPUTY MEETING 


A meeting of the District Deputy Grand Masters and District Deputy 
Grand Lecturers was held on Tuesday evening April 18, 1995, at the Radisson 
Hotel in Raleigh. At this time I spoke to those assembled about my view of 
their work during the year. I touched upon my theme for the year "Make 
Masonry Meaningful". The general response from those attending was posi- 
tive. The District Deputies serve as the strong right arm of the Grand Master 
during his year and it is absolutely essential that we have the most qualified 
and dedicated men to fill these positions. We are fortunate in this Grand 
Jurisdiction to have a wealth of talent from which to fill these positions; 
however, I am afraid that in some areas of the State we are left to rely 
repeatedly on the same few brethren to fill the lecturer's position. Iwould hope 
that the Board of Custodians will address this problem with a view toward 
encouraging members of the craft who are qualified to seek certification. 
Whatever measure of success I have been able to achieve this year has been 
in direct proportion to the work of the District Deputies. I extend to them my 
heartfelt appreciation and my profound admiration. 


AREA MEETINGS—CODE AMENDMENTS 


It has long been the practice to cover all the CODE amendments at the 
area or District meetings. This we have done during the past year. We also 
scheduled area meetings or seminars across North Carolina to apprise the 
craft of all the proposed amendments to the CODE that have been entered 
since our last annual communication. These meetings were held at locations 
different from the area meetings and usually on Saturday morning. Much 
effort by the Grand Lodge Officers and members of the committee goes into 
making these meetings successful. I have been especially pleased that atten- 
dance at these meetings has been good. We ask an awful lot from our members 
in terms of attending all manner of meetings on Saturday. We need to re- 
examine our priorities in this regard and keep ourselves in tune with modern 
day America. 


BOARD OF CUSTODIANS 


In no other part of our fraternity do the principals of our order exhibit 
themselves more clearly than in our ritual. Everybody wants to know what we 
are talking about and what our symbols mean. The Board of Custodians is 
charged with the responsibility to maintain uniformity in this work. Although 
much of their work is done out of the public eye, the importance and 
significance of their task cannot be understated. 


During this year the Board of Custodians has begun the process of up- 
dating the OSW to include the two additions which have been made during 
recent years. These additions are now contained in supplements and include 
the manner of opening a lodge on the degree to be conferred and the new ritual 
for Grand Lodge proceedings. There may well be other matters the Board will 
address before a reprinting of the OSW takes place. It has been several years 
since anything ofthis nature was undertaken and I know the end product will 
be greatly appreciated by the craft.

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H. V. Massengill, Chairman; J. Luigi Ammons, Secretary; Charles A. Lewis, 
Joseph C. Saunders, Vincent P. Bonaminio and Leslie L. Turner for the 
countless hours you devote to the service of our fraternity. Your willingness 
to serve in this important role insures that our ritualistic work will continue 
at a high level. 


DISTRICT MEETINGS 


Twenty-nine (29) district meetings were held across the State, the first 
meeting being held in Grantham Lodge No. 725 on May 30, and the final 
meeting on November 10 at Bula Lodge No. 409, in Burlington. At the outset, 
I titled these meetings as "AREA MEETINGS" due to the fact I was not able 
to attend an extensive roster of district meetings. All of the meetings were 
scheduled so that various lodges from different districts would be able to 
attend meetings at different dates. Over the years I had attended District 
Meetings for various Grand Masters and although effort had been made to 
make the meetings interesting—they all somehow drowned in a sea of 
extended remarks. There is apparently an expression among the fraternity of 
Grand Masters that "nothing is more wonderful to a Grand Master than the 
sound of his own voice". I determined to change this concept. In order to 
conclude the area meetings at an acceptable hour, I began the proceedings 
promptly at 7:30 P.M., and with few exceptions, all meetings were concluded 
by 8:30 P.M. It is pleasing to me to see large numbers of the craft staying 
around and talking after these meetings to visit and share ideas together. I 
tried to deliver a message that addressed the concerns ofthe craft and pointed 
out the problems we, as a fraternity, were faced with in a modern day society. 
The financial problems we are faced with in Greensboro at the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home were reported in detail—and I feel the Masons of this 
State now know the real obligation we are under to care for our elder brothers 
and sisters. I certainly feel better for having tried to explain the acute 
situation we are under in continuing to care for and support our senior citizens 
at Greensboro. 


Because I still continue to have to work for a living, serving you as I do as 
a North Carolina Superior Court Judge, I attempted to make the area 
meetings easily accessible and to keep the content reported therein simple. All 
the area meetings were open and the Grand Master was not officially received. 
I know this did not meet with approval with all the members of our craft, but 
it was the way I wanted my meetings conducted and after all, I am formally 
introduced every morning when I begin work as a Superior Court Judge—so 
I am already inflated enough. 


It is my belief that the holding of District or Area Meetings should be a 
requirement in order that the Craft may be kept in touch with Masonic law 
and usage and the true purposes ofthe Fraternity. It is my opinion that there 
should really be two meetings in each District or Area; one primarily as a 
gathering of Masons for the Grand Master to deliver his message to the Craft, 
and another solely for instruction in the ritual under the direction of the 
Grand Lecturer. We accomplish this with our lecture service and/or schools of 
instruction, and I recommend that this practice be continued. 


I would be remiss if I did not express publicly my appreciation for the Past 
Grand Masters and the Grand Lodge Officers who made the special effort to 
attend the various area meetings. Their presence adds much to the signifi- 
cance and impact of what we are attempting to accomplish. 


COMMITTEE ON MASONIC RESEARCH 
AND DEVELOPMENT 
Because we were engaged in THE CODE revision process last year the 
regional programs normally held by the Committee on Masonic Research and 
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Development were not conducted and this time was spent informing the craft 
with respect to THE CODE. This year, however, the committee once again 
conducted regional meetings at sixteen different locations across North 
Carolina from January 27 through February 17, 1996. The format of these 
meetings consisted of two sections. The first section discussed "Lodge Proto- 
col" and "Dysfunctional Lodges" and the second section included discussions 
of “Masonic Education and Research” and "Finances and the Budget". The 
conclusion of the meetings involved a Grand Lodge officer who discussed the 
current proposed amendments to THE CODE which will be voted on at the 
Annual Communication in April. 


I am also advised that the Committee has completed its work on the 
Masonic Speakers Bureau which will be available on a statewide basis. You 
should hear more about this at the Annual Communication. Needless to say, 
the Committee has had a most productive year. 


Planning and implementing a statewide program of seminars and obtain- 
ing qualified speakers to present the topics is not an easy task. I want to 
personally thank and express my appreciation to Worshipful Brother Edward 
A. Gaskins, Chairman, and the other members of his committee for the fine 
work they have done this year. I look forward to what I know will be a 
successful Speakers Bureau program. 


COMMITTEE ON MASONIC CEREMONIES AND 
MISCELLANEOUS PUBLICATIONS 


The Committee on Masonic Ceremonies and Miscellaneous Publications 
can truly be classified as the “work horse committee" of this Grand Lodge. 
With the exception of the Code Revision Committee, I know of no other 
committee of this Grand Lodge which has undertaken such a sweeping 
assignment for its work. At the direction of Past Grand Master Richard G. 
Moore, this Committee was charged with the revision of our existing Lodge 
System of Masonic Education. Our existing Lodge System of Masonic Educa- 
tion consists of a book which has not been revised in over a decade. In 
accordance with this direction, this Committee last year presented to the 
Grand Lodge a masterful videotape which can be used as an educational tool 
by the local lodges to indoctrinate prospective candidates. In addition, the 
videotape is an excellent means to apprise civic and church groups about 
masonry and Masonic activities. 


The Committee has now finished the second phase of this project which 
consists of a written manual and text to be used by the subordinate lodges to 
encourage and develop leadership traits and characteristics for its members. 
This will be an excellent reference work for the lodges and should foster 
increased interest to attend lodge meetings and thereby promote member 
participation. I am extremely pleased with the work of this Committee and 
commend its Chairman, Worship Brother James Earl Vann, and the other 
members of the Committee, for the excellent job they have done to date. You 
will hear more about the new manual when the Committee makes their report 
as this Annual Communication. 


I am hopeful, however, that the Committee will continue its work in this 
regard and devote the next year to the revision, updating and expansion of the 
present reference work we have for the Lodge System of Masonic Education. 
It is my feeling that the local lodges need to have, in one place, an inclusive 
reference work, directed solely to Masonic Education, which will provide easy 
access to the lodge officers and the other members of the lodge in purely 
Masonic Education. This is sorely needed and would appear to provide the 
culmination and end product ofthe directive given to this Committee to revise 
our entire System of Education. I know that when this task has been 
completed all of you will then agree with me that these brethren will have 
given the full measure for the betterment of our craft. 
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NORTH CAROLINA MASONIC 
DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM 


In April of 1993, at our Annual Communication, the delegates approved 
the establishment of a Development Program at the Grand Lodge level and 
the hiring of a Development Director to administer the program. In July of 
1994, Brother James Medlin undertook his duties in this capacity and has 
been busy organizing this office since that time. Jim Medlin has extensive 
experience in all aspects of this complex field and has developed a long range 
plan to increase charitable giving at the local lodge level as well as to educate 
the craft as to methods by which we can provide for our needs over the “long 
haul" by estate planning through our wills and through charitable remainder 
unitrusts. 

We must remember that Jim Medlin had to begin this process from the 
basement, so to speak, and he has now worked his way up to the first floor. 
Already, commendable progress has been made in not only the level of giving 
from our subordinate lodges, but Jim has been able to secure for us some very 
sizeable gifts through the charitable remainder trust method. With the aid of 
the manual Jim Medlin has prepared for the local lodges to assist in organiz- 
ing and conducting fund raising drives, I know we will soon see a marked 
increase in our ability to adequately provide the revenue necessary to sustain 
our three Masonic charities, the Masonic Home for Children at Oxford, the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home in Greensboro and the North Carolina 
Masonic Foundation. 

Brethren, the Development Program established by this Grand Lodge 
must not fail. We can ill afford to let it fail. I urge that you give Jim Medlin 
and the whole Development Program your unqualified and enthusiastic 
support. In this way we not only will be able to provide for our current needs, 
but we will build the foundation that will sustain our fraternity in the 
tomorrows to come. 


JOSEPH MONTFORT MEDALS 


Pursuant to THE CODE, the Grand Master is authorized to present up 
to three Joseph Montfort medals to brethren in good standing who have 
distinguished themselves by outstanding service or achievement. Established 
by the Grand Lodge in 1940, as a meritorious service medal, the Joseph 
Montfort Medal is the highest award that can be conferred by a Grand Master 
upon a Freemason in this Grand Jurisdiction. 


On Thursday, April 11, 1996, at a stated communication of Crown Point 
Lodge No. 708, Greenville, North Carolina, it was my pleasure to present the 
first of three such medals to Worshipful Brother Edward D. Hartsell, Past 
Master of this lodge and its current Secretary. Crown Point Lodge No. 708 is 
my home lodge and this event coincided with its award night ceremony at 
which time I was privileged to receive my twenty-five year certificate which 
was presented to me by Worshipful Brother Hartsell. 


Ed Hartsell is one of those unique individuals who has the capacity to 
tackle and complete any task assigned to him. He is a virtual mainstay in his 
lodge and is relied upon to attend to all manner of duties. I do not remember 
a single instance when I have requested his help that I have been denied. He 
does all this while at the same time maintaining an active involvement with 
the Shrine. As a Past Potentate of Sudan Temple and an active member of the 
Pitt County Shrine Club, all of Ed's waking hours are spent in perpetual 
motion. I can think of no one any more deserving of this high honor.

All of you, Iam sure, are aware of the accolades and awards that have 
been received by our publication over the past several years. It is not 
surprising that “The North Carolina Mason” is now uniformly acknowledged 
as being one of the best Masonic publications in the United States. 


I have followed with interest the transformation this publication has 
undergone since our current editor, Worshipful Brother Ric Carter, assumed 
the reins of leadership. Brother Ric is a talented and experienced newspaper 
man who has been able to work an appropriate mixture in the format of our 
paper thereby making it interesting to read and pleasing to view. The quality 
of the paper itself, from strictly a viewing standpoint, is excellent. Of course, 
much of this is due entirely to the new computer system and printing 
equipment you delegates authorized to be acquired. I have greatly enjoyed my 
working relationship with Brother Ric and the fact that he has so graciously 
afforded me the privilege of contributing a column in each edition. I have 
taken the opportunity to use this column as a means of addressing matters 
which I feel are important to the craft and worthy of attention. I hope all of you 
have found this to be the case. 


I know that in times of financial constraints the temptation is easy to view 
the mission of “The North Carolina Mason” as not quite so important and that 
maybe additional expenditures could be cut. However, Brethren, I strongly 
feel that we all should remember that our Masonic publication affords the best 
and most uniform method of keeping the craft informed, on a regular and 
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current basis, about all matters which might affect our fraternity. It is vitally 
important that this line of communication remain open. On reflection, I know 
you will agree with me that we as a Grand Lodge must make the financial 
commitment to underwrite the continued publication and distribution of “The 
North Carolina Mason". I commend and thank our editor, Brother Ric Carter, 
and the Board of Publication of the North Carolina Mason, for all they do to 
keep the positive image of Freemasonry in this Grand Jurisdiction in plain 
view. 


THE MASONIC HOME FOR CHILDREN AT OXFORD 


One of the more pleasant duties as Grand Master is presiding as Chair- 
man of the Board of our Masonic Home for Children at Oxford. The brethren 
who comprise the Board of Directors of our Home at Oxford are not only 
dedicated Masons, but give freely oftheir time and talents tothe task of caring 
for and maintaining this fine institution and the young men and young women 
who reside there. We are fortunate indeed to have Brother David Grissom as 
our Administrator. He gives the full measure in seeing that our Home runs 
smoothly. With the support given him by Brother David Ford, Business 
Manager, and Don Sizemore and Brent Stewart, the Masonic Home for 
Children at Oxford is the envy of every other child care institution in North 
Carolina. Even though the focus of public attention was directed at our Home 
during the past several years, we have managed to weather the storm, bolster 
our image, and maintain our reputation as the premiere children's home in 
the nation. 


This past year has been a quiet yet productive year for our Home at 
Oxford. A major highlight of the year, as always, was the St. John's Day 
Celebration which took place on June 24, 1995. A crowd estimated at approxi- 
mately 13,000 literally flooded the campus on what was a beautiful sun- 
splashed day. All of the Grand Lodge officers were in attendance as well as a 
host of Past Grand Masters and the three Shrine Temples, Oasis, Sudan and 
Amran once again exhibited their love and affection for the children at Oxford 
by not only staging a wonderful and exciting parade, but in preparing a 
delicious lunch which was enjoyed by all those present. Once again the 
Chairman for this event, Brother Lloyd Young, worked tirelessly to bring us 
wonderful entertainment. This is truly one of the year's highlights at Oxford 
and I want to personally thank Brother Lloyd Young and the members of the 
St. John's Day Committee for the work they do in making this event so 
successful. À special"thank you" also goes outto the Nobles ofthe three Shrine 
Temples who year after year take their time and bear their own expense to 
travel to Oxford with the various Temple units to make the parade so 
successful. These Nobles and the chefs crew who prepare and cook the meal 
devote countless hours for the benefit of our children. It is very much 
appreciated. 


As is the case with all such endeavors the size and magnitude of the 
operation at Oxford, expenses continue to rise while revenues remain static. 
In an effort to come to grips with this problem, the board decided to scale back 
the beef herd operation and phase in a lamb project for the children. Federal 
regulations and other governmental constraints continue to plague us in the 
area of child labor; however, your Board felt that this lamb project in 
conjunction with the 4-H Club would prove beneficial and, at the same time, 
provide a continuing agricultural aspect to the children's daily routine which 
we feel would be beneficial. The Board also approved the creation of an 
Administrative Liaison position to work with the children in their academic 
endeavors as well as to provide counseling and advice in other areas. The 
Board also continues to review and consider offers from developers and other 
individuals who expressed interest in purchasing portions of our outlying 
properties which are not connected to the main campus and produce no 
significant revenue for the operation of the Home. I can report to you that the 
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Board views the sale of any of our real estate as a significant decision and as 
such, careful study and investigation is done before any matter such as this 
is undertaken. 


In conclusion let me say that the operation of our Masonic Home for 
Children at Oxford is a great humanitarian endeavor, and it is one in which 
every Mason in North Carolina is justly proud. As was said by Past Grand 
Master William J. Bundy in his address to the Grand Lodge in 1946, “There 
isno greater work, no higher endeavor than the care and nurture and 
education of boys and girls who otherwise would not have had a 
chance, and by sending them out into the world equipped to make the 
battle of life. Oxford Orphanage boys and girls have taken their part 
in the life of this state in such a manner as to reflect credit on the 
Orphanage which cared for them, and on Masonry, which sponsors 
the Orphanage." What better tribute could we give to our Administrator, 
Brother David Grissom and his Staff. I express my profound gratitude for 
their support during my year as Grand Master. In like manner, I appreciate 
the excellent relationship I have experienced this year with the Board of 
Directors at the Home. Their advice and wise counsel has contributed 
immeasurably to the successful year we have just completed. 


MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 


During the period I have been involved in Grand Lodge activities and 
especially during the last several years when I served as a member of the 
Board of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home in Greensboro, I have become 
increasingly alarmed at the mounting expense of operation at the Home as 
compared to the revenue we realize and receive for the operation of the Home. 
This matter has become increasingly alarming during the last two years. I 
devoted a major portion of my message at the Area Meetings this year to the 
situation at our Masonic and Eastern Star Home in Greensboro. I have also 
addressed this situation in an earlier edition ofthe North Carolina Mason. In 
an effort to educate the Masons and the Eastern Star regarding the urgent 
need to expand and modernize our Care Center, I directed the Administrator 
of the Home at Greensboro to schedule several meetings across North Caro- 
lina to explain the plans for this expansion and the proposed method by which 
we hope to be able to fund such an expansion. I sincerely hope that our general 
Masonic population is now conversant with this situation. Because of the out- 
dated Care Facility we now operate, we are suffering severe expenses which 
we have been informed could be drastically reduced and curtailed if a new 
modern facility were available on a one level design. We could fully expect to 
operate a 100 bed care center on a one level design with the same nursing staff 
now in place at the Home and the added revenue anticipated from this 
endeavor could greatly reduce the deficits we are now experiencing in our 
operating budget. This is a bold step the Board in Greensboro has proposed, 
but one which appears to be necessary if we are to continue to offer the type 
of care we presently provide. 


When this matter was brought before our Annual Communication in 
1995, the delegates then assembled did not give their blessings to the 
proposed project because plans for the proposed project were not in place nor 
was a method of funding the construction of the proposed project known. 
During this year your Board in Greensboro has worked diligently with the 
Administration and the Long Range Planning Committee of the Home in an 
effort to finalize the plan for construction of the new Care Center, convert the 
existing Care Center into independent living apartments, obtain a Certificate 
of Need from the State of North Carolina (which is required before we can 
expand our Care Center), and develop the necessary funding to underwrite 
the expense of this entire project. Much work and effort has gone into the 
development of all these plans and it now appears we are on the verge of

having a definite and realistic proposal to submit to you for consideration. The 
most realistic proposal for funding the expense ofthis project appears to be the 
sale of tax-exempt Bonds through the North Carolina Medical Care Commis- 
sion. This would prove to be an attractive method to raise the revenue for the 
construction of the New Care Center and the modernization of the existing 
facilities in Greensboro and figures presented to our Board indicate that the 
added revenue to be realized from the operation of the New Care Center could 
service the debt we would incur by issuing these Bonds. Even though I have 
personally exerted much effort in attempting to have all of this in place at this 
Annual Communication, the completed package has only recently been sub- 
mitted to the State of North Carolina for approval and the granting of our 
Certificate of Need. This process will, I am informed, take a maximum of 150 
days, but we could receive approval by the 1st of July. Until we are approved 
for our Certificate of Need, we cannot address the situation with regard to the 
issuance of the tax exempt Bonds through the North Carolina Medical Care 
Commission. The Medical Care Commission will not approve the issuance of 
such bonds until we do receive our Certificate of Need from the State. Of 
course, the Eastern Star will also be addressing this same situation at its 
Annual Meeting in June. It appears that the outside figure we would be 
required to borrow through the issuance of these bonds is $6.5 million dollars. 
In my opinion, we can ill afford to delay this matter until our Annual 
Communication in 1997. As I indicated earlier, our deficits in Greensboro are 
substantial and this situation needs to be addressed immediately. Your Board 
in Greensboro earnestly solicits the blessing of you, my brethren, the mem- 
bers of the Grand Lodge assembled here in Raleigh at this Annual Communi- 
cation, giving the "green light" to undertake this expansion. It is my recom- 
mendation that this project be approved and that the Grand Lodge authorize 
the Board of Directors of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home in Greensboro 
to secure the revenue required for this undertaking through the issuance of 
tax-exempt Bonds with the North Carolina Medical Care Commission. Please 
consider this matter carefully, my brethren, when it is presented to you for 
action. 


I wantto personally thank our Administrator, Brother John Rose, and his 
staff at Greensboro for their fine work during this year in directing the 
operation of our Home. Brother Rose is a competent and capable Administra- 
tor well versed in the field of Managed Care for the Elderly. He has brought 
a vision and new ideas to our institution in Greensboro. I commend him for the 
manner in which he has discharged his duties during his first year. To the 
Board in Greensboro, I express my profound appreciation for the interest and 
concern you have shown for the operation of our Home in Greensboro and for 
the many, many hours you have expended in the business of this institution. 
The care for our elderly brothers and sisters has become a matter of para- 
mount importance. This will only increase in years to come. Let us not shirk 
our duties. 


SOUTHEASTERN MASONIC CONFERENCE 


The Southeastern Masonic Conference was held in Kenner, Louisiana, on 
August 3 and 4, 1995. 


Due to the fact that I was already scheduled to be in court and the 
Administrative Office ofthe Courts in Raleigh had graciously accorded me the 
week in April to attend Grand Lodge and the week in July to attend the Grand 
Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario, I did not attend the Southeastern 
Masonic Conference. 


However, several members of our North Carolina Grand Lodge family did 
attend and those attending from North Carolina were: R.'.W.'.William H. 
Simpson, Deputy Grand Master and his wife Marian; P.G.M. Bunn T. Phillips 
and Virginia; and R.'.W.'.Robert P. Dudley, Grand Secretary and Doris. 


The theme of the program was “Public Awareness of the Craft". We were 
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welcomed by Honorable Aaron Broussard, Mayor of Kenner. The keynote 
address was given by Mrs. Melinda Schwegmann, Lt. Governor of Louisiana.

CONFERENCE OF GRAND MASTERS OF 
MASONS IN NORTH AMERICA 


The Conference of Grand Masters of Masons in North America was held 
at the Hyatt Regency Crystal City Hotel in Arlington, Virginia, on February 
18-20, 1996. There were sixty-three Grand Jurisdictions represented at the 
Conference. As is noted in the title of the conference itself, this gathering of 
Grand Masters and the leaders from other appendant bodies not only includes 
the Masonic Jurisdictions in Canada, the United States and Mexico (who are 
members of the conference), but those attending come from various points 
around the world and really gives this Conference an international flavor. The 
varied discussions held during this Conference afford all Grand Jurisdictions 
attending the opportunity to share mutual problems and concerns on a global 
basis and to acquire, reacquire and mold friendships that will last for years 
to come. 


I was especially pleased that we had a large group attending from North 
Carolina which gave our State more than usual visibility at this Conference. 
Those attending from North Carolina were: M.'.W.'. Clifton W. Everett, Jr., 
Grand Master, and Mary; R.'.W.'. William H Simpson, Deputy Grand Mas- 
ter, and Marian; R.'.W.'. Thomas W. Gregory, Jr., Junior Grand Warden;

Brewer, Past Grand Master and Past Grand Treasurer; Worshipful T. Walton 
Clapp, III, Assistant to the Grand Secretary; Ill. and Worshipful H. Lloyd 
Wilkerson, Past Lt. Grand Commander and Sovereign Grand Inspector 
General in North Carolina, and Jeanne; Worshipful Ric Carter, Editor of The 
North Carolina Mason; and Brother Frank Lewis Brewer. 
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Thetheme ofthis year's Conference was ^Preparation, Planning, Progress". 
There were various topics discussed at the general session and in group 
sessions as follows:

Other Grand Masters attending were greatly 
impressed that your Grand Master had his own "personal photographer" to 
accompany him on this trip. Since the Grand Secretary and his lady were 
unable to attend this year's Conference, due to his recent illness, Worshipful 
Brothers Walt Clapp and Ric Carter accompanied Mary and me via auto on 
our trip to Alexandria and were able to share accommodations.

VETERANS ADMINISTRATION HOSPITAL VISITATION 


As has been the practice over the last several years, I was privileged to 
visit and talk with the brethren who are patients in our V.A. hospital and to 
view, first hand, the tremendous work being done by the Masonic Service 
Association Volunteers. Countless hours are spent by these volunteers in the 
various V.A. hospitals across North Carolina and we are truly indebted to 
them for their service. Much of this work goes unheralded, but greatly 
appreciated by the brethren who are patients. It was especially gratifying and 
touching to see eyes light up when these brethren realized the Grand Master 
was paying them a personal visit. Right Worshipful Brother Pete Dudley, 
Grand Secretary, and I visited the Oteen V.A. Hospital in Asheville on Friday, 
September 1, 1995. I was also accompanied on this visit by Worshipful Brother

The Immediate Past 
Imperial Potentate, Burton Ravilette, and the Present Imperial Potentate, 
Illustrious Sir Bob Bailey, have performed a yeoman’s task in reaffirming the 
bond between Masonry and the Shrine. It is my fervent hope that this 
relationship will continue to flourish.

Asa matter of interest, some ofthe meetings I have attended and at which 
I have been privileged to speak and bring greetings from the Grand Lodge 
include, the Scottish Rite Golf Tournament held at Quaker Neck Golf Club in 
Jones County; the 100th birthday celebration of the Scottish Rite Valley in 
Charlotte; the 100th birthday celebration of OASIS Shrine Temple in Char- 
lotte; the Red Cross of Constantine York Rite meeting in Elizabeth City; the 
Fall Shrine Ceremony of OASIS Temple in Asheville; Ladies Night at Enfield 
Lodge in Enfield, North Carolina; the Scottish Rite Investiture for the 33? in 
Greenville, South Carolina; the Shrine Bowl of the Carolinas Football Game 
and Festivities in Charlotte; the 100th Anniversary Celebration of Lexington 
Lodge in Lexington, North Carolina; the Albert Pike Scottish Rite Club in 
Aberdeen, North Carolina; the Sweet Heart Banquet for the Wilmington 
Scottish Rite Bodies, and the Camp Lejuene Chapter No. 329 of the National 
Sojourners in Jacksonville, where I was inducted as an Honorary Member.

PHYSICAL DISABILITIES 


During the year, I was requested to approve waivers of physical disabili- 
ties for a number of petitioners for the degrees in Masonry. In each case, the 
District Deputy Grand Master of the District in which the petition was 
received made a personal investigation of the petitioner and reported to me. 
I wish to commend each of them for the prompt and efficient manner in which 
they handled these investigations. Based upon the reports and recommenda- 
tions received, I approved the waiver of physical disability for 15 petitioners. 
Fortunately, it was not necessary to deny any waivers. 


DISPENSATIONS GRANTED 

At the time this report was being prepared, I had granted twenty-six 
dispensations. These dispensations had been granted to accomplish the 
following purposes: 

Thirteen dispensations were granted to elect officers and fill lodge 
vacancies created by death, resignation or failure to elect in December. 

Two dispensations were granted for visitation with subordinate lodges in 
other Grand Jurisdictions. 

Five dispensations were granted for out-of-state visitations in our subor- 
dinate lodges. 


Five dispensations were granted to permit lodges to hold meetings other 
than at the regular meeting place. 


One dispensation was granted to permit a lodge to re-ballot. 


ORDER NO. 1 


It has been brought to my attention by the Grand Secretary that Hiram 
Lodge No. 716 elected Brother Arnold Elmer Dean, Sr. to membership without 
complying with the following provisions of Regulation 76-01 of THE CODE. 

1. The Application for Affiliation was read at a stated communication 
on April 13, 1995, and the ballot to elect him was taken at the same stated 
communication, without holding the said application over the required twenty- 
eight days. 
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2. The Application for Affiliation was not sent to the Grand Secretary 
for checking and recording and received by you duly certified by him before the 
ballot was taken to elect Brother Dean. 


The ballot taken on April 13, 1995, to elect Brother Arnold Elmer Dean, 
Sr. is clearly illegal under the positive language of Regulation 83-15 of THE 
CODE and is, therefore NULL and VOID. 


Since the Grand Master is empowered to order another ballot in cases of 
this kind, I hereby order a re-ballot to Hiram Lodge No. 716 at the stated 
communication to be held on May 11, 1995. The Grand Secretary will make a 
record of this Application for Affiliation and place his certification thereon. 


This Order shall be read to the lodge at the stated communication to be 
held on May 11, 1995, entered on the minutes of that communication and a 
proper notation made on the margin of the minutes for the stated communi- 
cation on April 13, 1995 referring to this Order and the date it was recorded 
in the minutes. 


Given under my hand and seal at Greenville, North Carolina, this 25th 
day of April, 1995.

It has been brought to my attention that Stedman Lodge No. 730 received 
the Application for Affiliation of Jack Ryder Forbes on July 3, 1995, and 
elected him to membership on August 7, 1995, without the application having 
first certified by the Grand Secretary's office and returned to the lodge. 

The ballot taken on August 7, 1995, to elect Brother Jack Ryder Forbes is 
clearly illegal under the positive language of Regulation 68-1 of THE CODE 
and is, therefore, NULL and VOID. 

Since the Grand Master is empowered to order another ballot in cases of 
this kind, I hereby order a re-ballot to Stedman Lodge No. 730 at the stated 
communication to be held on September 4, 1995, if a quorum is present and 
if not, at the stated communication on October 2, 1995. 

This Order shall be read to the lodge at the next stated communication, 
entered on the minutes of that communication and a proper notation made on 
the margin of the minutes for August 7, 1995, referring to this Order and the 
date it was recorded in the minutes. 

Given under my hand and seal at Greenville, North Carolina, this 10th 
day of August, 1995. 

ORDER NO. 3 

The Grand Secretary has referred to me your letter of September 11, 1995, 
in regard to the election of a petitioner and an applicant for affiliation at your 
stated communication on September 4. 1995. 

After carefully reviewing your letters, it is apparent that: 

1. The Secretary was not present at that communication. 

2.  TheActing Master had neither the Petition nor Application in hand 
at the time the ballots were taken. 

3. The Acting Master nor anyone present had any knowledge as to 
whether the Petition and Application had been certified by the Grand Secre- 
tary. 

I, therefore, declare the ballots taken on the Petition for the Degrees and 
the Application for Affiliation NULL and VOID as provided in Regulation 68- 
1 of THE CODE. 


It is my ORDER that Eureka Lodge No. 283 re-ballot on the Petition and 
the Application for Affiliation at their stated communication to be held on 
October 2, 1995, as provided in Regulation 68-1(5).

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ORDER NO. 4 


It has been brought to my attention that a stated communication of your 
lodge held on September 19, 1995, your lodge conferred the degree of Entered 
Apprentice without the obligation and charge being delivered before the lodge 
was closed.

Itis, therefore, my ORDER that you HEAL the candidate by re-obligating 
him and delivering the lecture and charge to the candidate in open lodge on 
the Entered Apprentice degree at your stated communication to be held on 
October 17, 1995, as provided in Regulation 87-6 of THE CODE. You should 
immediately notify the Grand Secretary's office on compliance with this 
Order.

ORDER NO. 5 


It has been brought to my attention through correspondence and a 
personal investigation by Brothers Robert P. Dudley, Grand Secretary and T. 
Walton Clapp, Assistant to the Grand Secretary, that the records, including 
financial records, of Carthage Lodge No. 181 have been almost unrecorded 
since January, 1995. 


The handling of petitions, investigations, recording of lodge funds, confer- 
ring of degrees, recording of the minutes and reports to the Grand Secretary's 
office are serious and flagrant omissions of the duties of the Secretary of 
Carthage Lodge No. 181 and are inexcusable. 

The Master of Carthage lodge must bear responsibility for permitting 
these violations to occur and I there, REPRIMAND the Master for his lack of 
responsibility in fulfilling his duties during this year. 

I, ORDER, that the Master immediately remove the Secretary and cause 
Masonic charges be preferred against him. 

Ialso ORDER the Grand Secretary to correct his records, according to the 
information he obtained on his investigation, certify the three petitions in 
question and return to Carthage Lodge No. 181. Carthage Lodge shall correct 
their records and proceed with the degree work on these three petitioners. 

Any further violations shall cause the arrest of the Charter of Carthage 
Lodge No. 181.

ORDER NO. 6 

Ihave before me a file pertaining to some flood damage to your lodge and 
the repairs made. After carefully considering the information in this file: 

I, ORDER you to call an Emergent Communication of your lodge on 
Monday, November 20, 1995, at 7:30 P.M., for the purpose of discussing the 
flood damage, the costs of repairs, the partial payment on the repairs and 
determining the final payment of those repairs. 

Only members of East Gate Lodge No. 692 shall be permitted to attend 
this communication. There will be several members of the Grand Lodge 
accompanying me who will attend this communication. 

You shall notify all officers and trustees of East Gate Lodge that I will 
expect them to be in attendance.

ORDER NO. 7 

It has been brought to my attention by the Grand Secretary's office that 
East Gate Lodge No. 692 failed to hold the stated communication for January 
1, 1996, and then met on January 2, 1996. At this stated communication, 
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Robert Lindsey Cashion and Leonard Christopher DiBella were elected to 
receive the degrees, and the Entered Apprentice degree was conferred on 
Robert Lindsey Cashion and Leonard Christopher DiBella on January 15, 
1996. 


Although the election of Mr. Cashion and Mr. DiBella on January 2, 1996, 
is illegal under the positive language of Regulation 68-01 of THE CODE, the 
fact remains that Mr. Cashion and Mr. DiBella were initiated on January 15, 
1996. It is therefore ORDERED: 


1. That East Gate Lodge No. 692 heal Entered Apprentices Cashion 
and DiBella at the stated communication on February 5, 1996, as provided in 
Regulation 87-06 of THE CODE. It shall be sufficient only to re-obligate the 
candidates in the First Degree in a lodge opened on that Degree, and after the 
candidates have been thus healed, they may then be advanced when prepared 
as required in Regulation 72-02. 


2. This Order shall be read in the lodge at the first stated communica- 
tion following its receipt, and it shall be made a part of the minutes of that 
meeting. 

3.  Thelodge Secretary shall report to the Grand Secretary within five 
days after the healing of these candidates that this Order has been complied 
with.

Since the Grand Master is empowered to order another ballot in cases of 
this kind, I hereby order a re-ballot to Saint Andrew Lodge No. 702 at the 
stated communication to be held on April 3, 1996. 


This order shall be read to the lodge at the next stated communication, 
entered on the minutes of that communication and a proper notation made on 
the margin ofthe minutes for January 3, 1996, referring to this Order and the 
date it was recorded in the minutes. 


Given under my hand and seal at Greenville, North Carolina, this 19th 
day of March, 1996.

Shortly after my installation as your Grand Master, and during my July 
visitation to the Grand Lodge of Canada in Province of Ontario, I learned of 
the death of our Past Grand Master and then Grand Treasurer, Most 
Worshipful Jerry G. Tart. Jerry fought a long and courageous battle with 
cancer which ended on July 21, 1995. I had visited and talked with Jerry at 
his home in Greensboro approximately two weeks prior to his death and he 
continued to remain keenly interested in the affairs and workings of our 
Grand Lodge and enjoyed my reporting to him of the response to my Area 
Meetings. When I was first appointed in Grand Lodge Line, Jerry Tart was the 
first Grand Lodge Officer who spoke to me advising me of the “little” and 
“unknown” matters which are important for a Grand Lodge Officer to know, 
but for which no written explanation exists. Always ready to provide counsel 
and support, when requested, I felt a keen sense of loss at his passing. He will 
be greatly missed by us all. 


To fill the vacancy in the office of Grand Treasurer, I appointed Worship- 
ful Brother T. Walton Clapp, III, Acting Grand Treasurer, pursuant to the 
provisions of THE CODE. Not only has Walt provided the normal and 
customary assistance to the Grand Secretary during this year, but he has 
likewise done an outstanding job as acting Grand Treasurer. During the time 
immediately prior to my installation as Grand Master, before our Annual 
Communication in April, 1995, Walt Clapp provided me invaluable assistance 
in organizing my schedule for the Area Meetings and in general, helping me 
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to come to grips with the task at hand in performing the duties as your Grand 
Master. He and I continue to communicate on a regular basis on all matters 
affecting our fraternity and he performs for me, as your Grand Master, 
innumerable tasks to make my job easy and to make me look good doing it. 
Unselfish to a fault, Walt spends countless hours in the business of “modern- 
izing" our Grand Lodge Office, up-grading our computer system, answering 
questions from hundreds ofcallers from our subordinate lodges, and generally 
running interference in many situations which arise. Even though Walt has 
always been heavily involved in the mechanics of organizing, putting in place, 
and directing the ceremonies which take place at our Annual Communication, 
with the recent illness of our Grand Secretary, Walt Clapp has shouldered the 
entire responsibility of seeing to it that the 1996 Annual Communication is in 
order. Coordinating and organizing the many reports which comprise what 
will later become the annual Proceedings from this Communication, Walt 
Clapp has worked tirelessly to keep the Grand Lodge Office running smoothly 
and efficiently. Iam unable to express to him, in adequate terms, the profound 
debt of gratitude for the service he has performed. His patience in putting up 
with my hectic schedule (which at times I know has stretched his patience), 
has earned for him a special place in my heart. I shall always be indebted to 
him for his efforts. Brethren, we owe him the heartfelt gratitude of this Grand 
Lodge. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


It is my recommendation that we continue our usual and customary 
appropriations for the support of The Masonic Home for Children at Oxford, 
the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, the Order of DeMolay, the Order of 
Rainbow for Girls, Job's Daughters, the Masonic Association of North America, 
the George Washington Masonic National Memorial Association, the Confer- 
ence of Grand Masters of Masons of North America, the Conference of Grand 
Secretary's of Grand Lodges of North America and the Southeastern Masonic 
Conference. 


I recommend that the delegates approve the decision of the Board of 
Directors of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home in Greensboro to construct 
the new Care Center and to convert the existing Bass Care Center Building 
into independent living apartments and to authorize the Board to work 
through the North Carolina Medical Care Commission for the issuance of $6.5 
million in tax exempt bonds to fund this expansion and modernization effort. 
The Board of General Purposes of this Grand Lodge has previously given its 
endorsement to this project. We must "move" on this project now in order to 
correct a situation which may well lead to the termination ofthe extended care 
benefits our residents now enjoy. 


I recommend that the Grand Lodge Line Officers, serving as a long-range 
planning committee, undertake the study of the functions now being per- 
formed by the Committee on Public Relations, the Committee on Masonic 
Research and Development, and the Committee on Masonic Ceremonies and 
Miscellaneous Publications, in an effort to avoid areas of duplication and 
overlapping functions. Although the work performed by each of these commit- 
tees is important and essential to the ongoing work of this Grand Lodge, we 
must make sure that each committee understand its proper role and direction. 


I recommend that the Board of Custodians continue its ongoing project to 
revise The Official Standard of the Work (OSW) and incorporate therein the 
recent changes made so that The Official Standard of the Work will be 
contained in one volume. However, Brethren, it is my further recommenda- 
tion that before any printing or publication of the completed revision of the 
OSW is made, that the Board of Custodians should report and distribute its 
completed product to the delegates of this Grand Lodge for their vote and 
approval. This process is provided for in THE CODE. 
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I recommend that this Grand Lodge continue to support the Board of 
Publications in its efforts with regard to The North Carolina Mason. We have 
an excellent publication which has received national attention. We should 
continue to support our Editor and the Board of Publications in their efforts 
to continue to provide for us the best method of state-wide communication 
with all our craft. 


I recommend the continuation of the Educational Seminars which have 
been conducted over the past years by the Committee on Masonic Research 
and Development. 


I recommend that we support the Board of Custodians in its decision to 
incorporate the mandatory lecture service into the schools of instruction so as 
to better utilize the time required of our members in attending these various 
meetings. 


I recommend that the Grand Lodge approve, and the incoming Grand 
Master appoint, a Grand Lodge Library and Archives Committee for the 
purpose of organizing and cataloging the various books and records now 
contained in the basement of the Grand Lodge building on Glenwood Avenue. 
Our Grand Lodge possesses numerous articles of memorabilia which are 
historical in nature and should be displayed for the benefit of our fraternity. 
The records now contained in the basement of our Grand Lodge building serve 
as a valuable source for research and should be accessible. The manner in 
which they are now maintained deters their use as such. In all likelihood, a 
revitalization of our books and records as a Grand Lodge Library may well 
serve as a future repository for other valuable books which could come to us 
through gifts and bequests. 


STATE OF THE CRAFT 


] am pleased to report that the state of our Craft appears to be excellent. 
Masons are at work about the business of Masonry. Lodges are busy in the 
conferring of degrees and morale is high. The fact that lodges have busied 
themselves with the primary work of a lodge, the proper conferring of the 
degrees, by which we teach Masonry, has a large part in it. Of course, there 
are things to do besides conferring degrees, but if lodges properly teach 
Masonry by properly conferring the degrees by which it is taught, the other 
good things will stem therefrom, just as certainly as night follows the day. 


The challenge to us is to keep this interest alive, keep this enthusiasm 
sparked, and thereby keep our fraternity focused for good. A great heritage 
has been handed us by those Masons who have wrought in the quarries before 
us; let us likewise fulfill our obligation to them by handing down to our 
posterity better than it came to us. Only by so doing do we measure up to our 
responsibility as men and as Masons. 


If we would make and keep Masonry the living force for good in the world 
which it ought to be, by which the world will be made infinitely better, let us, 
by our daily living, exemplify the tenants and principles of this ancient and 
honorable fraternity, "honorable, as tending in every particular so to render 
all men who will be comfortable in its precepts."

REPORT OF THE GRAND LODGE 
DEVELOPMENT OFFICER 
(Docket No. 37) 

The following report ofthe North Carolina Masonic Develop- 
ment Officer was read, entered on the record and referred to the 
Board of General Purposes: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


On July 1, 1994, I joined the Grand Lodge as the Director of Development 
for the Masons of North Carolina. As your first development officer I found it 
necessary to initiate many programs that are generic to any development 
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office. The first six months, from July to December, were filled with building 
a computer program that could satisfy our Masonic Development needs and 
mix with the current computer system already in place in the Grand Lodge. 
Working closely with W.'.Brother Walton Clapp, Assistant to the Grand 
Secretary, we were able to accomplish a mixture of “old” verses "new" 
hardware and software, combining my ideas of development needs, all the 
while utilizing the equipment at hand. We now have a computer system that 
has been acknowledging gifts, gathering gift data and histories which will be 
necessary to accomplish our development goals. 


Also, I found it essential to produce a Development Plan, which I pre- 
sented to the Grand Master and the Board of General Purposes two months 
after coming aboard. This plan will carry us into 21st century and will consist 
of a blend of programs to assist the growth of our Annual Fund, Legacy Gifts 
and Endowments. Secondly, I published a “Blue Book" of instruction on fund 
raising for the lodges. This booklet was mailed in October, 1994 to all the 
lodges, and it's working. Those lodges reporting, found three to four times 
increase for charitable contributions. 


In essence, my plan focuses— 


First: to store up and build on the ANNUAL FUND—that element of 
revenue that is critical to the life of the Masonic Home for Children and the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home. It is imperative that all of us understand 
what the ANNUAL FUND is all about and why we must have it, and how the 
Homes rely on us in this effort! 


Second: We must start a major Planned Giving effort. We must initiate the 
opportunity of helping our Brothers in Planned Gifts, Estate Planning and 
Legacy gifts. We are getting older just as our nation is getting older. We must 
take advantage of the opportunity of presenting the occasion of someone 
making a major estate gift to the children in Oxford, or our brothers and 
sisters in Greensboro. 


Third: We must recognize and identify candidates who could be prime 
applicants for Charitable Remainder Trusts, those instruments that enable 
an individual to make a substantial deferred gift to a favored Masonic charity 
while retaining a right to payments from the trust. At the term ofthe CRT, the 
remainder assets are yielded to the favored designated charity. 


Prior to joining the Grand Lodge in this position, and while I was 
contemplating placing my resume with the search committee, I had a tele- 
phone conversation with Past Grand Master M.'.W.'.Rick Moore. Brother 
Moore relayed to me that a brother had come to the Grand Lodge and wanted 
toinstitute a CRT but we didn't know how to accomplish and accommodate his 
wish. The brother went to a small regional college in South Carolina around 
Greenville or Spartanburg, and gave his $1 million to that small college. They 
could help him, and we could not. 

Now after a year and a halfintothe Development Program, is the program 
working? Is it self-supporting? How is it performing? 

1. Annual Gifts to our charities are up 7.4% over 1994, over $1,236,000. 
In essence over $85,000 of incremental growth. The North Carolina Masonic 
Foundation grew in annual gifts of 27% over 1994 and was the largest growth 
since 1989. 

2. Legacy gifts grew our endowments by over $830,000. 

3. And, new for us, Charitable Remainder Unity Trusts were identified 
and registered with our charities as remainder assets in excess of 2.3 million. 

The Development Office's operational budget for 1995 was $70,200.23. 
Yes, the program has been very successful! 

I see good things on the horizon for our lodges and the Masons of North 
Carolina. We have a wonderful opportunity to perform our Masonic work. I am 
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certain we can do it, and be very proud of all that we can do as Masons of this 
great state. 


Let me close with a story about King Solomon. We all know of the legend 
of King Solomon's wisdom. This story is an elaboration of his insight and 
merits in this context. 


Many people in King Solomon's kingdom wanted to challenge his wisdom 
and thought. Many tried to test his knowledge and derail his rule over his 
people. As the allegory goes, if someone could succeed in challenging the great 
King, then he would step down, and they, as the new king, would be the wisest 
of the land. 


A young man had an idea. He would hold a small bird in his hands and ask 
the great King what he was holding. And knowing the King would answer a 
small bird, then he would ask, is the bird alive or dead. If the King answered 
alive, the young man would crush or squeeze the life out of the bird, and he 
would respond, Great King, the bird is dead. If the great King answered, the 
bird is dead, he would release the bird to flight. In essence, he would challenge 
the King and win in either case. 

On that day as the young man approached the King, and after saluting his 
great master, the young man responded: "Great King and wise master, what 
do I have in my hands?" And King Solomon answered, “Why it is a small bird 
my son." 

"But Great King and wise master, is the bird alive or dead?", asked the 
young man. And the Great King replied “Only you know the answer to that 
question son. You have the destiny of the little bird in your hands. Only you 
know of its fate." 

As a comparison and metaphorically speaking, we as Master Masons have 
our charities in our own hands. We control their fate and destiny.

RESOLUTION RE: THE MASONIC AND 
EASTERN STAR HOME CARE CENTER 
(Docket No. 41) 


WHEREAS the Masonic and Eastern Star Home Care Center is an inefficient 
three story building requiring more resources for nursing than would be 
required in a more efficient one story building, and, 


WHEREAS the Masonic and Eastern Star Home Care Center building is not 
compliant with current Life Safety Codes, and, 


WHEREAS the Masonic and Eastern Star Home Care Center building does 
not meet current federal, state and local building requirements which would 
qualify it for participation in entitlement and other private insurance pro- 
grams and, 

WHEREAS the Masonic and Eastern Star Home does not have a more 
efficient and satisfying Assisted Living program and thus must place resi- 
dents in a skilled nursing environment prematurely and at far greater 
expense, and, 

WHEREAS the Masonic and Eastern Star Home budget is most efficient when 
compared with other like institutions, yet is, nevertheless, operating at an 
annual deficit, and, 


WHEREAS the Masonic and Eastern Star Home Board of Directors desires to 
resolve these problems without additional financial burden upon the constitu- 
ent Lodges and Chapters nor their members, and, 


WHEREAS the Masonic and Eastern Star Home does not have sufficient 
funds to support the cost of a new Care Center and remodeling of the older 
Care Center into an Assisted Living Program 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED THAT the Grand Lodge members 
support the Board of Director's plan to: (1) Erect a new one story Care Center 
which will accommodate 100 patients, (2) Remodel the existing old and 
inefficient Care Center into a more efficient and effective Assisted Living 
program, and, (3) Complete site work and ancillary pre and post construction 
requisites.

1. We have reviewed the record on all cases which have been completed

Trial Docket No. 636: In the matter of charges preferred against 
R.D.M., a master mason, a member of Lee Lodge No. 253, A. F. & A. M., located 
in Taylorsville, North Carolina. This brother was expelled by the Judge 
Advocate on January 15, 1996. 


(d) Trial Docket No. 637: In the matter of charges preferred against 
M.J.B., a master mason, a member of Casar Lodge No. 579, A. F. & A. M., 
located in Casar, North Carolina. This brother was expelled by the Judge 
Advocate on February 5, 1996. 


2. Trial Docket No. 639: In the matter charges preferred against R.L.R., 
a master mason, a member of Kernersville Lodge No. 669, A. F. & A. M., 
located in Kernersville, North Carolina. This brother was duly tried before a 
duly constituted trial commission on March 1, 1996. The penalty was expul- 
sion. We have carefully reviewed the actions of the trial commission and 
recommended that the expulsion be upheld. 


3. Trial Docket No. 635: In the matter of charges preferred against C.M.D., 
a master mason, a member of Carthage Lodge No. 181, A. F. & A. M. located 
in Carthage, North Carolina. This brother was duly tried by a duly constituted 
trial commission on January 5, 1996. The penalty was expulsion. We have 
carefully reviewed the actions ofthe trial commission and recommend that the 
expulsion be upheld. 


4. Trial Docket No. 633: In the matter of charges preferred against D.S.T., 
a master mason, a member of Jefferson Penn Lodge No. 384, A. F. & A. M., 
located in Reidsville, North Carolina. This brother was duly tried by a duly 
constituted trial commission on June 8, 1995. The penalty was expulsion. We 
have carefully reviewed the actions of the trial commission and recommend 
that the expulsion be upheld. 


5. Trial Docket No. 631: In the matter of the charges preferred against 
R.D.J., a master mason, a member of Hollis Lodge No. 535, A. F. & A. M., 
located in Bostic, North Carolina. This brother was duly tried by a duly 
constituted commission on April 28, 1995. The penalty was expulsion. We 
have carefully reviewed the actions of the trial commission and recommend 
that the expulsion be upheld. 


6. There was one (1) petition for restoration. The Committee has carefully 
considered this restoration, and makes the following recommendation: 


(a). Trial Docket No. 464: In the matter of G.R.K., JR., a former member 
of Mount Olive Lodge No. 208, A. F. & A. M., located in Mount Olive, North 
Carolina.

SPECIAL REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
ON THE BUILDING PROGRAM 
(Docket No. 44) 


The following special report of the Board of Directors of the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home, delivered by W.'.Brother John 
Rose was received, entered on the record and referred to the 
Board of General Purposes. 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


For the last year, the Board of Directors has continued to study and refine 
the plan to replace the aging and inefficient Care Center and implement a 
more efficient and satisfying Assisted Living program. The Board's plan 
includes eliminating a serious financial deficit that has brought about by, in 
large part, not amortizing the cost of care in the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home. 


The current problems can be summarized by reviewing several key facts. 


(1) Theaverage resident lives three times longer than the assets assigned 
to pay for that care. Thus, 7096 of the cost of care in our Home is 
supported by philanthropy. 


(2) During the last 10 years, the average age upon admission has in- 
creased by 10 years. This has been, in large part, due to the lengthy 
waiting list. Our waiting applicant's health care needs increase and 
their assets are dwindling or being distributed before they arrive in 
this Home. They enter the Home at its most costly juncture. 


(3) The number of Masonic families who are potentially eligible for the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home service will double in the next 10 
years and stay at levels higher than current for the next 30 to 40 years. 


The Board's plan includes conducting a survey that is now in progress. 
Their survey will determine interest in expanding the self-supporting Inde- 
pendent Living program, satellite independent living centers, and whether or 
not our members are interested in a "fee for service" plan as well as the 
"assigned asset system." This modification will do much to help us amortize 
the lopsided allocation of costs. 

The basic elements ofthe plan are to replace the aging and inefficient Care 
Center with a modern state-of-the-art Care and Wellness Center. The old care 
center will be remodeled into a more efficient Assisted Living program. The 
new buildings will entitle the Home to receive additional revenues from 
Medicare and third party insurance. This revenue will not jeopardize the 
admission system since literally every resident is entitled and has paid for 
participation in the Medicare program. 

The Board's plan has three prerequisites: 


(1) There must be no additional financial burden upon the residents, 
Eastern Star members, nor Masons. 


(2) The debt service must be satisfied through improved efficiencies and 
savings that are made available by the post-expansion program. 


(3) There must be no forced impact from an external authority upon the 
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admission policy. The Home will continue to serve those who have 
knelt at our altars and their qualified relatives. 


(5) There must be no loss of governing authority whatsoever. 


The Board's plan has a number of fail safe aspects. Its implementation 
rests on a tripod of concepts. If any fails, the expansion plan would not be 
approved by the Directors nor the other authorities involved. 


(1) The State is now reviewing a required application for a “Certificate of 
Need." If the State agency does not believe the plan has merit and 
doubts the Home can meet its financial obligations, the application 
will not be approved. 


(2) A financial feasibility study by an independent auditor is required 
before the Home can proceed with construction. If the plan does not 
meet the test of auditors, the project cannot be funded through tax- 
exempt bonds as planned. 


(3) The Home intends to apply to finance the construction project through 
federal and state tax exempt bonds issued by the North Carolina 
Medical Care Commission. If the bonding agency is not satisfied that 
the project will be fiscally successful, it will not agree to issue the 
bonds. 


(4) Ifthe Market Study now in progress does not validate the need for any 
part of this project, that portion cannot proceed. 


Financing the project is necessary because, in the past 10 years, the cost 
to construct a new Care Center has increased by 2 million dollars. Only 1.5 
million has been donated toward this effort in the same period oftime. A delay 
would result in continued financial loss. 


A delay would not resolve the needed improvement in the care and 
services of our 200 residents and those yet to be served. The Home is operating 
at a deficit. The general fund will support this deficit for only four more years 
before we would have to rely on our endowed funds. We must proceed with this 
plan now and without undue delay. 


In conclusion, I recall the film, “Alice In Wonderland" that was referred 
to by an earlier presenter. Alice encountered a Cheshire Cat at a fork in the 
road. Alice asked the cat which road she should take. Because Alice did not 
know where she was going, the cat said, "Well, it really does not matter which 
road you take." The members of your Board of Directors have worked long and 
hard to determine where it is going. The Masons and Eastern Star are equal 
partners in the care of our elderly. The blessing of every member is important 
to our venture into the 21st century. 

We are measured by the content of our heart and, my brethren, I applaud 
the content of your heart as you make this very important decision to support 
the expansion plan of our Masonic and Eastern Star Home. I look forward to 
the day when Masters, Wardens and brethren join the Grand Lodge Officers 
and the Board of Directors and, with spade and trowel in hand, participate in 
a great ground breaking ceremony in Greensboro.

“he will never be an atheist, irreligious or a libertine" 
We recommend that the Grand Lodge REJECT this proposed amendment. 
(REJECTED) 
Substitute amendment to the Constitution. The lodge says the 
version printed is not the original version which is: 
“he will never be an athiest, or a libertine." 
We recommend that the Grand Lodge REJECT this substitute amendment. 
(REJECTED) 


The following proposed amendments to THE CODE were submitted by 
Raeford Lodge No. 306. 
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Amend Regualtion 2-6 to read as follows: 

Regulation 2-5. OTHER ORGANIZATIONS. Any organization, 
association, or person within this state professing to have any 
authority, powers or privileges in Ancient Craft or Symbolic Ma- 
sonry not derived from the Grand Lodge is declared to be clandes- 
tine, and all masonic intercourse with or masonic recognition of 
them or any of them, is prohibited. 

We recommend that the Grand Lodge ADOPT this proposed amendment. 

(ADOPTED) 

The following proposed amendment to THE CODE was submitted by Western 

Star No. 91. 

Amend Regulation 12-1 to read as follows: 

Regulation 12-1. MANNER OF ELECTION. At each annual 
communication of the Grand Lodge there shall be elected without 
nomination a Grand Master, a Deputy Grand Master, a Senior 
Grand Warden, a Junior Grand Warden, a Grand Treasurer, a 
Grand Secretary, a Senior Grand Deacon, a Junior Grand Deacon, 
a Grand Marshal, and two Grand Stewards by written ballot.

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Warden, the Junior Warden, the Senior Deacon, the Junior Deacon, 
and each of the two Stewards. 


1. Each subordinate lodge shall be entitled upon application to the 
loan and use of one copy of the Vocabulary, to be received by and 
accounted for by the Secretary of the lodge. 


2. When any officer of any lodge shall fail or refuse to deliver up the 
copy of the Official Standard of the Work or the Vocabulary with 
which he is charged, said lodge shall pay an amount as prescirbed 
in Regulation 24-7 to replace any copy not so presented or 
delivered up. A delinquent officer shall be subject to the provi- 
sions of Regulaation 86-2.55. 


3. No new copy of the Vocabulary shall be issed to any subordinate 
lodge except to replace those returned to the Grand Secretary due 
to their useless condition or to replace copies proved to be lost or 
completely destroyed. 


Amend Regulation 24-6.6 to THE CODE to read as follows: 


5. Each copy shall be receipted for by the person receiving the same, 
and such loans shall be subject to all conditions herein set forth 
to the extent that they can be applied. Such persons shall pay an 
amount a prescribed in Regulation 24-7 to replace any copy not 
so presented or delivered up. 

Amend of THE CODE by adding Regulation 24-7 to read as follows: 


Regulation 24-7. SALE OF O.S.W. The Board of Custodians shall

Grand Lodge of North Carolina. Such price to be set by the Board of 

Custodians and approved by the Board of General Purposes. 

Amend Regulation 26-3.14 of THE CODE to read as follows:

14. On each official visitation, and as often as he may deem it 
necessary, he shall call for and personally examine the Vocabu- 
lary assigned to the several lodges in his district, and shall 
require a strict compliance with Regulation 24-3 in regard to 
each book.

The meeting was called to order by the Chairman at 10:00 a.m. and opened 
with prayer. The Board members and visitors were welcomed, and the 
Chairman thanked all for attending. The new members of the Board, Leslie 
Turner and Vincent Bonamino were extended a warm welcome. Brother Bruce 
Boyette was welcomed and thanked for his attendance and for representing 
the Board of General Purposes. 
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The first order of business for this meeting was the organization of the 
Board. Brother Charles Lewis nominated Brother H. V. Massengill to succeed 
himself as Chairman, and Brother Luigi Ammons as Secretary. The motion 
was seconded by Brother Bob Braswell. The vote was unanimous, and 
Brothers Massengill and Ammons were elected for the 1995/96 year. 


The reading of the minutes of the last meeting were dispensed with since 
they were approved at the last meeting and since all members had been 
furnished with a copy of them. 


The Secretary made a report on moving the records from Aberdeen to the 
Grand Lodge Office in Raleigh.

The letter was 
carried to the Oxford Printing Department the last week in May. The letter 
should be mailed out very soon. 

The Secretary made a report on the committee's progress of the OSW 
revision. The committee will be resuming their labors soon after St. John's 
Day. 

The Chairman read a letter pertaining to the concern of re-appointing a 
certain DDGL. It stated that he had been delinquent of his duties. The Grand 
Lecturer contacted him concerning this matter. He has agreed to improve on 
the performance of his duties. 

A discussion was held on updating the information contained in the 
"Important Information Booklet", that will be published later this year. The 
Chairman asked each committee member to make a list of possible changes 
that need to be made, and bring them to the next meeting for discussion. 

Brother Charles Lewis complimented the DDGL's meeting at Grand 
Lodge and the motivation program presented by Brother Dan Hogue. It was 
discussed that first year DDGL's need to be in attendance at these meetings, 
but their expenses are not paid until the second year. À motion was made by 
Brother Bob Braswell and seconded by Brother Charles Lewis, to make a 
recommendation to the Board of General Purposes to consider paying the 
expenses of first year DDGL's that attend Grand Lodge.

The meeting was called to order by the chairman at 1:10 p.m. and opened 
with prayer. The Chairman welcomed everyone and thanked them for coming. 


It was reported that Brother Wayne Black, a former member of the Board, 
had passed away, losing his battle with cancer. Brother Black was proud to 
have been a member of the board for the past three years, and enjoyed his work 
in Masonry, and especially with the Board of Custodians. He will certainly be 
missed by everyone. It was also reported that Brother Jim Horne, a former 
member of the Board, was in Cape Fear Valley Hospital recovering from 
surgery due to an aneurysm. 


The secretary reported that Brother Richard Paul Benton of Wayne Lodge 
No. 112, had requested an extension for his examination due to a recent 
stroke. Amotion was made by Brother Braswell, seconded by Brother Saunders, 
to grant an extension to Brother Benton, and authorize the secretary to grant 
any further extension at his discretion before the examinations.

The Chairman directed the 
secretary to send a letter to him stating that a School of Instruction should be 
held by November 1, 1995, or the Board would take further action and appoint 
a lecturer to perform the School of Instruction. 


The secretary reported that Brother James Benjamin Johnson of Temple 
Lodge No. 676 was in poor health and would not be able to stand a re- 
examination this year. Due to his 45 years of faithful service as a Certified 
Lecturer, it was recommended that he be awarded a Certified Lecturer

The secretary reported that the upcoming Certified Lecturer Examina- 
tions were all ready to go.

This is an extremely 
large number, and we will need all the Board members help. The members 
were encouraged to attend as many of the area meetings as possible.

William E. Jones, Jr., of Federal Point Lodge No. 753. He stated that our 
officers and members need relief rather than additional demands of their time 
on meetings such as Schools of Instruction, The Annual Grand Lodge Commu- 
nication, The Grand Master’s Annual visit, funerals, and the most recent 
Open House Programas, in addition to our Lecture Service every three years. 
Brother Williams recommended that the D.D.G.L.s be given the authority to 
determine the proficiency of a lodge, and to stop at whatever number of hours 
are necessary during a lecture service , instead of completing the required 
number of 15 hours. He also recommended that the lecture service be 
presented as a test, with training required only where needed. Various Board

recommending to the Grand Lodge to consider changing the lecture service 
rules from what is already set. The Chairman directed the secretary to send 
a letter to Brother Jones informing him of our decision.

The Secretary reported on several pieces of correspondence received since 
the last meeting.

A motion was made by Brother Joseph C. Saunders to rescind a previously 
made motion pertaining to the three “Charges” and the three “Scripture 
Readings” which would include them into the Certified Lecturer Examina- 
tions, seconded by Brother Robert K. Braswell. Various views of the Board 
members were presented concerning this. After an active discussion, the 
motion passed. 


A discussion was held pertaining to a letter from Brother T. J. Conner, 
Secretary of Dunn’s Rock Lodge No. 267, concerning the use of a “Candidates 
Jacket”. Brother Conner stated that the use of this jacket had been utilized by 
his lodge for some time, and provided safety for the candidate. A picture of the 
jacket was sent for the consideration of the Board. It was brought to the 
attention of the Board that an edict had been issued by M.'.W.'.Richard G. 
Moore, P.G.M., concerning the use of this jacket during this year as Grand 
Master. The edict stated that no candidate should wear a “candidates jacket” 
during the conferring of the degrees. After an active discussion, the Board 
agreed to uphold the edict, and the use of this jacket was rejected. 

The secretary reported on a letter from Brother Patrick A. Gordon of 
Millbrook Lodge No. 97, with recommendations to be considered for future 
Schools of Instruction.

Brother Hurt stated that 
family matters and work had taken him away from his duties and expressed 
his desire to carry on as DDGL. He has set the date for a School of Instruction 
to be held in his district for November 18, 1995. Another school will be planned 
for the middle of March. 


The Grand Lecturer reported on a letter from Brother C. Dwight Blackburn 
concerning the Board's decision pertaining to three raps calling up the lodge 
in the second section of the Master Mason's Degree. It was discussed by the 
Board, and decided that the new revision of the O.S.W. would answer the 
concerns of Brother Blackburn. The Grand Lecturer stated that he would 
respond to his letter. 


A report was made by Brother Ammons, Chairman of the committee to 
revise the O.S.W., on the progress of the committee. He reported that the 
revision was nearly completed, and that the committee was looking into ways 
of having the revision typeset into a workable copy for editing. They are 
looking into a couple of sources at the present time.

The meeting was called to order by the chairman at 2:00 p.m., and opened 
with prayer by Brother Leslie Turner. The Chairman welcomed everyone and 
thank them for their attendance. À warm welcome was extended to our 
visitors and they were invited to come back anytime. The regular scheduled 
meeting on January 12, 1996 was cancelled due to inclement weather. The 
minutes ofthe last meeting were dispensed with, having been approved at the 
previous meeting, and a copy mailed to all the members. 


The Secretary reported that Brother Howard W. Gouge of Mystic Tie 
Lodge No. 237 was in poor health and had been unable to stand re-examina- 
tion in 1995. Due to his 35 years of faithful service in the quarries of Masonry 
as a Certified Lecturer, it was moved by the Secretary to award him the title 
of Certified Lecturer Emeritus, seconded by Brother Leslie Turner. The 
motion passed unanimously and the Grand Lecturer stated he would make 
the presentation to Brother Gouge.

À letter from William M. Smith of the Grand Lodge of Free and Accepted 
Masons of Washington was read pertaining to North Carolina's view on the 
placement of the Square and Compass during the conferring of the Fellow 
Craft Degree. He questioned whether the right or left leg ofthe compasses was 
elevated, as viewed by the candidate. Various ideas from the Board members 
were expressed, but according to our CODE, when the O.S.W. is silent, no one 
brother's opinion can be regarded as the right or wrong way. Therefore, North 
Carolina cannot offer a confident solution other than what is stated in our 
ritual, “one point of the compasses bare, the other being concealed". The 
Secretary will send a letter to the Grand Lodge of Washington stating this 
view. 


It was reported to the Board that Brother Jesse Wilson Harris of Enfield 
Lodge No. 447 and Brother Gilbert Jeremaith Mathis of Spindale Lodge No. 
673 had recently passed away. 


The Secretary expressed the Board's need for a seal press to make the 
many documents and certificates issued by the Board of Custodians more 
official and attractive looking. After an active discussion, a motion was made 
by Brother Leslie Turner to request such a seal from the Grand Lodge. The 
motion was seconded by Brother Bob Braswell, and passed unanimously.

The following Resolution to revise the Official Standard of 
the Work was presented by the Board of Custodians and 
adopted. 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


WHEREAS, Freemasonry in North Carolina has for many years taken 
pride in its ritualistic work whereby the sublime principles of Masonry are 
taught; and, 

WHEREAS, the ritualistic work as represented by the Official Standard 
ofthe Work (O.S.W.) was written by several of our esteemed brethren and first 
utilized in its current form in 1954; and, 

WHEREAS, recent changes permitting lodges to open and close on the 
First or Second Degree for the purpose of degree work, changes involved in the 
ritual pertaining to the opening and closing of the Grand Lodge in Ample 
Form, and thorough review of the existing O.S.W. have revealed the presence 
of numerous errors and inconsistencies; and, 

WHEREAS, the aforementioned changes have resulted in the current use 
of three different bound volumes to contain the North Carolina Masonic 
ritual; and, 

WHEREAS, it was the recommendation of a recent Grand Master and the 
current Grand Master that the O.S.W. be re-written in order to correct the 
existing errors and condense the ritualistic work back into one volume; now, 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Board of Custodians of the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina be authorized to begin revising the ritualistic 
work (O.S.W.) into a new single volume, and the revised volume be approved 
by the delegates upon its completion.

We are a fraternity whose ethics are the ethics of religion—we live in a 
society where the practice of religion is on the decline and is foreign to many 
young people—where the projection is that by the year 2000, less than four 
years away, 60% of all churched people will be over 50 years of age. 


We are a fraternity whose doctrines are the doctrines of brotherly love and 
we live in a world of hate—where human life becomes cheaper by the day. 

We are a fraternity whose sentiments are benevolence and we are 
encompassed by greed and self-centeredness and concern for the bottom line. 

We are a fraternity which emphasizes the things on which we agree and 
accentuates the positive—we live in a society of disagreement, demonstra- 
tions and negativism. 


We are a fraternity whose mission is to make good men better and a better 
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world—we live in a world of temptation, interruption and distortion. It's not 
easy to keep focused. 


It's not easy to be a Mason in such a society. It's a challenge to be a Mason. 


We belong to a Fraternity which would take all good men by the hand to 
create a better world—we are beset by forces that would render us ineffective 
or completely destroy us. We would supplant superstition with reason—we 
face competition where there is no reason. We deal with a society that says a 
wasted mind is a terrible thing not realizing that a closed mind is an 
incorrigible thing. We teach toleration while the world practices intolerance. 
We seek light and knowledge while those around us love the darkness, 
practice deceit, distort the truth and spread half truths and lies. It's not easy 
to practice masonry in such an environment. 


Yes, being a Mason is a challenge and Masonry is being challenged. I am 
reminded that someone said “The only thing required for evil to succeed is for 
good men to do nothing." 


I am also reminded of that sentence we typed so many times in high school 
typing classes, “Now is the time for all men to come to the aid of their country." 


Brethren and ladies—now is the time for us to come to the aid of our 
fraternity. A time to stand up—we cannot afford to play the "What if game." 


This is my challenge.

Icharge each ofthe same 63,000 Masons and friends of Masonry 
in North Carolina to give their support and accept this challenge. I challenge 
any organization that promotes these ideas and ideals to join hands with us 
in this effort.

- 10:24 *Let us stir up one another to love and good works." This is my aim and 
my mission. That is my challenge to each of you. That is Freemasonry's 
challenge. This is the challenge for Freemasonry as we prepare for the 21st 
century. If we are to be a viable force for good in the next century, we must 
prepare now.

PRESERVATION 


Reg. 62-1.2 (2) Allthelodge books of records and accounts, old as 
well as new, shall be carefully preserved under 
lock and key by the Secretary as safely as pos- 
sible from the hazards of fire, water, loss, or 
mutiliation. 


Proceedings of the Grand Lodge shall be pre- 
served by lodges in suitable bookcases and under 
charge of the lodge Secretary who shall be re- 
sponsible for their proper keeping. They may be 
loaned to members who shall return them to the 
lodge at or before the next succeeding stated 
communication. 


Each subordinate lodge in the jurisdiction shall 
keep copies ofthe laws ofthe Grand Lodge for the 
inspection of its members. It is the duty of the 
Master to enforce strictly such laws in the lodge 
over which he presides. The published Proceed- 
ings of the Grand Lodge shall also be kept on file 
and shall be conclusive evidence of all matters 
reported therein as the action ofthe Grand Lodge, 
and except as otherwise provided, shall be evi- 
dence ofother matters contained there. (23-1; 23- 
3; 94-11.4).
